The “North-China Herald” is partly set ; 


no news reaches us. The concentration 
of the Japanese armies. is carried on 
methodically and, as it seems to 
spectators anxious for freshi .sensations, 
with undue deliberation, But the 
Japanese Generals leave nothing to 
chance that can be provided for by 
forethought. They have fought to date 
nine battles, all successfully ; the tenth 
promises to be a really great struggle and 
forthe cime decisive, and the Japanese 
will not begin it until they have done 
everything within their power to ensure 
a successful result. As the advancing 
side, it rests with them to fix the date 
of the battle, if the Russians wait to 
meet them, for the latter seem to have 
had enough of taking the offensive, 
Anshantien, a point on the railway 
about half-way between Haichéng and 
Liaoyang, is expected to be the next 
battlefield. Here, according to our Tokio 
correspondent, General Kuropatkin has 
six divisions and about a hundred guns 
and is erecting temporary, defences. 
Probably after all Anshantien will not 
ve held with any real tenacity, 
and we shall be told again 
when the Russians retire defeated, that 
they were only fighting a rearguard 
action. 

In an article in this column on the 
10th of June, headed “The Future 
1 Progress of the War,” we indicated what 
{the course of the Japanese would be, 
and the nature of the country. It is 
worth while at the present moment to 
reproduce a portion of the article. If 
the Japanese are, as we imagine, on the 
hills at Haichéng, and the Russians are 
in the plains about Anshantien, the 
former must be enjoying a great advan- 
tage in the rains which General Kuro- 
patki reports. We wrote on the 11th 
of June :—“ Haichéng is surrounded by 
hills which’ in the hands of an 
army virtually equal to that of the 
Japanese could hold out against them. 
Beyond Haichéng there is a evel plain 
till they reach a low range of hills run- 
ning west five miles south of Liaoyang, 
These hills will do no more than give 
the advantage of their height to guns if 
the Russians resolve to hold them with 
determination. Though there will pro- 


( 
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bably be some fighting, present ap- 
pearanees ae against the probability of 
a firm stand being made there. 

“«« Boyond this low range, the country 
is an undulating plain to Liaoyang and 
beyond, to Mukden and Tieling, with 
more or less low, isolated hills at a 
greater or smaller distance from the 
highway. 

“The Japanese are apparently move- 
ing westwards from Fénghuangchéng by 
several of the dozen available routes to- 

* wards the railways. They have already 
passed the Motienling both to the north 
and to the south of it. When the i 
vesting army is freed from Port Arthur, 
or when greatly superior numbers can 
be directed from the south-east coast to 
Kaichou, it will be taken and Tashihchiao 
occupied. Then Newehwang will fall 
as did Dalny without a shot, and it will 
be made the new base from which to 
act against both banks of the Liao, 
which will become their principal route 
for transport of all sorts of imaterial.” 








But during the past week at any 
rate the interest has centred in Port 
Arthur, The melancholy attempt of 
the Russian fleet to escape, which re- 
sulted in five out of the six ironclads 
going back to meet their fate in the 
harbour, and the sixth running into 
Tsingiao as a supposed wreck, though 
she had obviously not lost her fighting 
or steaming power; and in only one 
cruiser, the fastest in the Far East, 
getting clear away out of the whole 
fleet—this melancholy attempt would 
never have been made had not the end 
of Port Arthur been close at hand. 
Notwithstanding the carefully rehearsed 
stories of some of the refugees that 
there are provisions in Port Arthur for 
months, it an open secret that the 
crews of the squadron were anything 
but well supplied with food, and the 
return of seven vessels to the harbour 
can only hasten the end. No one 
doubts that it is a terrible struggle 
that is being waged at Port Arthur 
with enormous losses on both sides. 
‘No one, probably, expected that General 
Stissel would surrender, but it does 
seem cruel that the twenty or thirty 
thousand brave men who will perish 
in the final assault could not ba saved 
.to their respective countries, The 
refusal to accept the Mikado’s humane 
proposal as to non-combatants is pro- 
bably due to the fact that there are 
hardly any.non-combatants left in the 
fortress. The delay in the fall of Port 
Arthur is probably largely due to 
Marshal Oyama’s design to save his 
men as much as possible and reduce the 
forts by his artillery bafore assaulting 


fort whenever a position is taken, the 
progress is necessarily slow, but it is 
sure. As there is uo possible hope of 
any relief coming to General Stiissel, it 
would be no shadow of a slur upon his 
honour to surrender now. He has de- 
fended himself with unceasing vigilance 
and valour against a largely superior 
force; he has done all that the most 
exacting Emperor could expect of him. 
To go on fighting nntil the last man is 
killed is magnificent, but it is not war.

THE GREAT NAVAL 


BATTLE. 
ADMIRAL WITGEFT AND 
STAFF KILLED. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO

On the 11 Ang. at 530 pm.a 
Russian torpedo-boat arrived in the 
harbour of Tsingtao, the cruiser 
Novik soon following. Both came 
alongside the jetty. Two British 
colliers which had been in port for 
two days, left this morning at 2 
o'clock without lights. It is report- 
ed that the fast cruisers Diana and 
Askold have been sighted outside.

Ot the Adm 
only the legs were found, the remains 
being buried at sea later on with full 
honours. ‘The same shell killed the 
chief of the navigating staff and 
the flag lieutenant. Amongst the 
wounded were the chief of staff, Rear- 
Admiral Matsusevitsch and the Com 





mander, both in the arm, and 

other officers more or less 
were also wounded, with the 
exception of the Captain, We, 


however, succeeded ‘in making good 
our escape and the Japanese ceased 
their pursuit. We could not 
attempt, however, to get to Viadivo- 
stock as our rudder was damaged, so 
we decided to seek refuge in Tsing- 
tao. In our present condition it is 
impossible for us to leave here aid it

Tokio, Lith August. 
‘The Reschitjelnij has been cap- 
tured by Japanese. Some of the 
Kisochou refugees, presumably the 
Novik, left there after coaling. 
One Russian battleship is believed 


to have been torpedoed and sunk.— 
Our own correspondent.

It is gathered that the enemy's 
squadron was attacked by the Japan- 
ese and apparently surrounded south 
of Yentao off Port Arthur. ‘They 
suffered injury, and after the de- 
stroyers’ night attacks, the Askold, 
Novik, and another cruiser, and a 
destroyer took refuge at Kiaochou on 
the evening of the 11th, while the 
Reschitjelnij entered Chefoo. 

Five battloships and one cruiser, 
probably the Diana, regained Port 
Arthur between dawn and noon on 
the 11th instant. The Japanese ap- 
parently suffered no injary.—Our 
own correspondent.

THE RESCHITJELNIS AT 
CHEFOO. 
EXTRAORDINARY 
INCIDENT. 

Chefoo, 12th August. 
On the morning of the 12th 


August, an officer of the Japanese 
destroyer “ Asashiho ” was dispatched 
tothe Russian destroyer “ Reschit- 
jelnij” to negotiate about the dis- 
armament question. While the 
negotiation was proceeding the Rus- 
sians outrageously assaulted him and 
his men, Proceedings for expture were 
then followed by the Japanese, but 
meanwhile at 3.85 p.m the Reschit- 
jelnij herself fired the powder, ma- 
Bazine at ber fore and the Russians 
on board plunged themselves over- 
board. Thereupon the Japanese des- 
troyers “Asashiho” and“ Kasami ” 
towed the Russian destroyer out of 
harbour, Daring the Russian out- 
rageous assault a Japanese interpretor 
and one or two Japanese sailors were 
slightly wounded.—Special telegram. 
Later. 

Two Japanese torpedo-boat des- 
troyers which were ordered to eap- 
ture the Reschitjelnij have been 
watching outside the port but as the 
latter did not come out the former 
entered the port at 8 p.m. yesterday. 

This morning at 3 am. a sub- 
lieutenant of the destroyer Asashiho, 
accompanied by Mr Shimizu, the in- 
terpreter, went to the Russian des- 
troyer after getting the consent of 
the commander of the latter, 

While he was conferring with 
the commander, the latter suddenly 
jumped into the water, embracing the 
former. An officer of the Russian 
destroyer also thrust down the inter- 
preter into the water and himself 
jumped overboard after him, 

The Japanese sailors went along- 
side but they were not only answered 
with violent force but the Russian 
crew instantly set fire to the powder 
magazine and jumped into the séa, 
The Asashiho seeing this hostile ac- 
tion on the Russians’ part was oblige 
to exercise her belligerent rights and 
captured the vessel and towed her 
outside the port.—Special telegram. 

London vit Bombay, 13th August, 

It is stated at Washing‘on that the 
Japanese action with regard to the 
Reschitjelnij is regarded as a serious 
breach of neutrality. The United

On the night of the 10th August, 
while cruising in search of the dis- 
persed Russian squadron, our de- 
struyers Asashiwo and Kasumi sighted 
one apparently Russiin destroyer 
steaming at full speed 10 the westward 
and immediately pursue, but the lat- 
ter disappeared in the darkness, Con- 
tinuing the search till next: morning 
they found “that the enemy’s de- 
stroyer had fled to Chefoo.

to offer the Russian Commander the 
alternative of either leavig the port 
before dawn or surrendering. The 
latter accepted neither and while the 
discussion proceeded he ordered his 
men to destroy the machinery and to 
fire. ‘Then suddenly taking Terashi- 
main his arms he jumped overbourd ; 
another Russian also jumped into the 
sea with the Japanese interpreter, 
‘Then other Russ ans commenced hos- 
tilities. Meanwhi'e the magazine of 
the Reschitjelnij exploded, exusing 
casualties among our mep. There- 
upon. the Reschitjelnij was captured 
and towed out. ur casualties were 
one killed and fourteen wounded.

“A launch was sent from the flagship to 
investigate. A boat with an armed guard 
had been stationed on the dismantled 
vessel since four o'clock the previous 
evening. : 

“Tho Japanese made no move to get 
out of tho harbour, and at about three 
o'clock in the morning sent several boats 
with several armed men and one officer, 
who approached the Russian. The Chineeo 
guard informed the Japanese that they 
could not board the vessel, as she had 
been dismantled and was ‘now under 
Chinese protection. They paid no atten- 
tion to this warning, but engaged in con- 
versation with the Russian commanding 
officer. asking permission to go aboard. 
The Chinese officer again iuterfered, but 
the Japanese ignored the guard. 

“They then boarded the vessel, and the 
Japanese officer had a scutile with the 
Russian eaptain,and both went overboard. 
The Chinese guard was powerless to do 
anything, aud the Japanese then clam- 
bered on the deck and commenced firing. 



































‘The officers, having in mind the reports 
which cireulated abroad that the ships 


There was a general fight, followed by a 
loud explosion. 


“The Chinese guard, unable to do any 
thing, moved away and assisted in picking 
up members of the Russian crew from the 
water. I saw the captain of the Russian 
ship swimming toward the junks, with the 
Japanese boats p rsuing and fring at 

im. 

“One torpedo boat then, attached a 
towrope to the Russian ship ‘and started 
off. The flagship was informed, and when 
the torpedo boat aul her tow passed, she 
was signalled to stop. The other torpedo 
boat circled around the Chinese eraisers, 
aud ran alongside the flagship. They were 
then signalled that they must not leave 
the harbour with the Russian, at the same 
time the tlagship being cleared for action, 
aud the guns trained on the second tor. 
pedo-boat. The latter replied that if she 
was fired on she would torpedo every 
Chinese cruiser in the harbor. The flag- 
ship answered that if they persised i 
towing away the Russian, she would tire. 
The torpedo boat then promised that she 
would endeavour to overtake her compa- 
niou, communicate the Admiral’s message, 
and get her to return, 

“She then steamed ahead, and in com- 
pany with tho other boat'and the tow, 
proceeded directly to sea. 

“The Admiral intonded to enforce his 
order, but was deceived by the lying 
statement of tho socond torpedo-boat. 
He was alsy afraid that if he fired un- 
necessarily he might injure merchant 
shipping. 

“ Undoubtedly the Japanese wore fully 
cognisaut of the dismantling of the 
vessel, because the Admiral advised them 
twice early iu the evening, and also ad 
ed the Japanese Consul’ several timos 
about the mattor. ‘The dismantling was 
completed, and the guns placed in my 
launch at half-past 4 o'clock on the pre: 
ceding afternoon. Unquestionably the 
Tapaneso have committed a grave orror.”

‘THE ESCAPE. OF THE. 
RUSSIAN FLEET. 


15th August. 

It is doubtful if we shall ever be 
able to get a connected account of 
the sea’ fight that followed the 
attempt of Admiral Witgeft to escape 
from Port: Arthur and’ join the 
Viadivostock squadron, That it has 
been a terrible fiasco is evident from } 
all the accounts so far received, and 
from the fact that five battleships 
and two cruisers are back in’ Port 
‘Arthur harbour, As we said when 
we got the ‘first news, it was a case 
of sauve qui peut, and only the 
speedier Russian ships’ succeeded in 
breaking through the Japanese fleet 
that was waiting for them twenty 
miles from the hatbour. Of the 
dix battlesbips that Admiral Witgeft 
had to oppose Admiral Togo’s four, 
only one succeeded in getting 
through, and. she lies a. complete 
wreok'at Teingtao, confirming theex- 
perionce of ‘the’ battle of the “Yalu 
that ‘it is practically ‘impossible’ to 
sink a modern ironclad by shell fire. 








The Russians evidently, made no 
attempt to fight Admiral Togo; they 
were simply running away as hard 


‘as they could, and this is confirmed 
by the fact that the injuries to the 
Askold are most of them aft. The 
scattering has been most complete. 
One Russian destroyer got into 
Chefoo, One has stranded in Yung- 
ching Bay, and her . officers and 
crew surrendered to the British 
authorities at Weihaiwei, and 
are being sent to Hongkong 
in the British storeship Humber. 
How many destroyers and torpedo- 
boats got into Tsingtao we do not 
koow, but they have not yet gone 
out again, and they and the flagship 
Czarevitch have apparently ended 
their career in the present war. It 
will be seen’ how scrupulously the 
German authorities at Tsingtao have 
respected, as they were certain to do, 
the dictates of internationai law. 
One destroyer, the Grosovoi, after 


making two fruitless attempts 
to get into Tsingtao, succeeded 
in reaching Shanghai, and her 


condition shows that she had to 
run for her life. She, we understand, 
is to join the Mandjour in retire- 
ment here. Messrs. Farnhams’ men 
are working day and night to make 
the Askold seaworthy; we presume 
the same rule will apply here as at 
Tsingtao, that, if she wishes to go to 
sea spn, she will be allowed time 
to make such repairs as will make 
her seaworthy, but she will not be 
allowed to be put in fighting order. 
What has become of the other 
vessels that escaped and are unac- 
counted for, is uncertain ; one cruiser, 
apparently the Novik from Captaiv 
Finch’s description, was Tasted by 
him on Saturday between Nagasaki 
and this, steering towards the 
south coast of Japan, apparently 
en route for Vladivostock. As the 
Viadivostock squadron. were off Tsu- 
shima yesterday morning, they were 
ay parently coming to the assistance 
oF their Port Arthur comrades, and 
they must be terribly disa pointed 
at’ the failure of Admiral Witgett’s 
attempt. News has come that one 
of them, the Rurik, has been sunk, 
and other two damaged, how 
seriously we do not know yet. 
‘An urgent message from Tokio 
on Saturday stated that a portion 
of Admiral Togo’s fleet had been 
ordered south, no doubt to look after 
any Russian men-of-war that are still 
astray in these waters. 

The incident of the capture at 
Chefoo of the Russian destroyer 
Reschitjelnij has éxcited a great 
deal of comment, and the Japanese 
have been bitterly accused of a bar- 
barous disregard of international law. 
This charge seemed to be fully borne 
out by the first news ‘réceived, but 
the Japanese version of the incident 
pits a very different construction on 
¥t. The destroyer put into Chefoo, 
flying from two Japanese destroyers, 
early in the morning of the 11th, and 
hiér commander appears to have con 
sented to her disarmament. Early 


in the morning of the 12th, the two 
Japanese destroyers came in to see 
what had been done, and according 
to their report, two Japanese officers 
went on board to see if the dis- 
armament was being carried out, the 
twenty-four bours within which the 
Russian was otherwise allowed to 
remain in the harbour having almost 
‘expired. While the negotiation was 
proceeding, two Russian - officers, 
seized the Japanese officers, threw 
them overboard, and jumped over- 
board after them. Enraged at this 
hostile action, theJi Spano? destroyers 
seized the Reschitjelnij, whose 
magazine had been exploded in the 
meantime without sinking’ her, and 
towed her away. 

* The Japanese have hitherto been 
so scrupulously careful to observe 
the modern rules of warfare, that 
such a breach of international law as 
they are charged with is prima facie 
improbable. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment may be trusted to hold a full 
enquiry into the incident ; and until 
their story has been told it is unfair 
to condemn the Japanese officers for 
what may have been after all such a 
misunderstanding as is only too likely 
to occur between officers ignorant of 
each other’s language, even with an 
interpreter present.

THE SANCTITY OF 
THE POYANG LAKE. 


Lith August. 


Ir will have been noticed that in 
his letter dated the 11th instant, 
our Kiukiang correspondent men- 
tioned that H. M.S. Snipe had left 
that port on the 9th for a cruise in 
the Poyang Lake, and that to the 
astonishment of everyone in Kiu- 
kinng she had returned on the 
10th, ths reason alleged being that 
the commandant of the fort at 
Hukou, at the mouth of the lake, 
had refused to allow her to proceed. 
The matter bas no doubt long ere 
this been brought to the ‘notice of 
the British Minister and the British 
‘Admiral, and we trust that the same 
answer will be made to the Chinese 
authorities as'was made by Admiral 
Evans, U. S.N,, and approved by the 
U. S. Government; that wherever 
there are British subjects having the 
right to reside, British men-of-war 
will go for their protection. The 
Poyanig Lake has been open to the 
visits of men-of-war and foreign- 
owned bonts for more than forty 
years, and the attempt to close it 
now, whatever the grounds, should 
be strenuously resisted. It is an 
absolutely unreasonable piece of 
Chinese obstruction, and'we cannot 
doubt that ina question like this 
where our prestige is involved, Sir 
Ernest Satow will act with firmness 
and swift decision,

AS we have said already, the 
Japanese have ever since the war 
began shown such a thorough ac- 
quaintance with and respect for the 
dictates of internz'ional law, that it 
is difficult to believe in their com- 
mitting such a Hagrant in 
neutrality as that with which they 
are charged at Chefoo, ‘They have 
learnt the rules of the game so well 
that when we find an allegation of| 
breaking these rules brought a 
them, we are justified in suspending 
our criticism until we know all the 
facts. What we know is that a 
Japanese officer and interpreter went 
on board the Russian destroyer, 
which it is stated had been disarmed 
the night before, that an alteretion 
ensued, the Japanese officer and inter- 
preter being thrown overboard, and 
that there was a fight between the 
Japanese and the Russians with 
killed and wounded on both sides, 
The Russian commander then tried 
to blow up his ship, in which he was 
only partially successful, and the 
Japanese destroyers towed her awa 

Iu this connection we may 1 
the case of the General Armstrong 
which is a “leading case” on interna: 
tional law. Ts is thus given in the 
latest edition of W. E. Hall's 
“Treatise on International Law 
“In 1814 an American privateer, 
the General Arwstrong, was. found 
at anchor in Fayal harbour by an 
English squadron. Abort detach- 
ment from the latter spproached 
the privateer and was fired upon 
‘The next day one of the vessels of 
the squadron took up position near 
the General Armstrong to attack 
her, ‘The crew, uot finding them- 
selves able to resi-t, abandoned and 
destroyed her, The United Stutes 
alleged that the Portuguese Govern 
had failed in his duty as a neutral, 
and demanded a lange enmpensation 
for the owners of the pr 
After much correspondence the affair 
was submitted in 1851 to the 
arbivration of the President of the 
French Republic, who held that us 
Captain Reid, of the privateer, « 
not applied at the beginning to the 
neutral, but had used furee to repel 
an improper aggression, of which he 
stated himself 10 be the object, he 
had himself disregarded the neutrality 
of the territory in which he was, 
and had consequently released its 
sovereign from all obligations to 
protect him otherwise than by his 
good offices ; that from that moment 
the Portuguese government could 
not be responsible for the results of 
acoltision which had taken place in 
contempt of its sovereign rights.’ ” 

Mr. Pitt Cobbett’s note on the 
case is: “The decision in the above 
ease was based on the principle that a 
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belligerent who, when attacked on 
neutra! territory, elects to defend 
himself, releases the neutral from all 
reaponsibility in respect of the 
violation of territory. The same 
principle was recognised in the case 
of the Anne (3 Wheaton, p. 433), 
where it was held that a prize captured 
within neutral territory, had forfeited 
its right to neutral protection, by 
reason of its having been the first 
to commence hostilities.” 

In discus-ing this case, Dr. Law- 
rence, in his “Principles of Iuterna- 
tional Law,” says :— 

“A close cxamination of the case 
leads to the conclusion that the 
award was right, but the principle 
of the decision wrong. Whatever 
may have been the original intention 
of the British commander, there is 
little doubt that the armed conflict 
was commenced by the crew of the 
American ve-sel, though it was after- 
wards renewed by their enemies in 
utter disregard ‘of the rights of 
Portugal. Both sides placed them- 
selves in the wrong, aud those who 
eventually suffered had little claim 
to redress frum the neutral whom 
they had injured, 

rom this survey of the authorities 
then we may conclude that the 
Russian destroyer put itself ont of 
Court by the “outrageous” attack, 
as the Japanese call it, made on the 
Japanese officer and his interpreier. 
The following is the story of the 
captain of the Russian destroyer as 
reported by a representative ot the 
“Chefoo Daily News” 








“About one o'clock in the morning | 


several boats with a Japanese officer 
and about thirty armed men ap- 
proached my vessel. The officer 
came alongside and asked me if he 
might come aboard. I replied that 
I did not think that officers of

r,| authorities to engage my vessel in a 


fight outside the harbour, or seize my 
ship and take my officers and men 
prisoners inside the harbour. 

“I told him that we could not 
Sight, as our vessel had been totally 
dismantled the preceding evening by 
the Chinese authorities ; that’ ail 
small arms and the breech blocks of 
our armament were in their posses- 
sion ; that our engines were disabled ; 
and that we had placed ourselves 
under the orders of the Chinese Ad- 
miral ; we were non-combatants, and 
were under his protection. That we 
had sigred an agreement not to take 
up arms again, 

“The conversation continued about 
an hour, my statement that we were 
in the hands of the Chinese being 
reierated, There was alongside a 
boat with armed Chinese aiavines 
who were acting as a guard over us, 











The Japanese officer insisted that we 
Would have to fight or be taken pri- 
soners, and I finally told him that we 
could not fight, but that we would 
not be taken prisoners, With that 
I struck him in the face with my 
fist. He grabbed at nie and we 
grappled, and a moment afterward 
we went overboard together. At the 
same time I shouted to my men to 
throw overboard anyone who might 
get on board.” 

There are considerable discrepan- 
cies between this story, and the log 
kept by Capt. Nie'sen’ of the light. 
ship Newchwang. The latter says: 
“ At five minutes past three, Angust 
12th, two Japanese torpedo-boats 
approached within two hundred yards 
of the lightship. Boats were lowered 
to the Russian torpedo-boas, and the 
ship boarded by Japanese, At 3.450 
loud explosion forward carried away 
the mast on the foredeck, The débris 
fell all around us.”

“That Decree,” said one 
of the boldest of them to another 
official, “is spurious.”

‘The Republican National Convention 
at Chicago had been bronght to a con- 
clusion but a short time before the cen- 
tre of interest was shiftod to St. Louis 
and the Democratic Convention which 
was being held there just prior to the de- 
parture of the mail. ‘There was a° 
general consensus of opinion that tho 
most striking thing about the Convention 
yeas the doubt in which its action was 
shrouded. It was generally beliéved,

however. that Parker was the most likely 
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candidate, but Cleveland, Wall, Gray, and 
Gorman, not to mention others, were 
named as having more or less chance of 
being nominated. Who the candidate 
for Vice-President would be, and what 
sort of a platform would be adopted, 
no-one seemed to know. It was 
gonerally agreed that two conventions, 
more unlike in all respects than 
this year’s gathorings of the two great 
parties, could hardly be imagined. One 
of tho many points of contrast is indicat- 
ed by the following extract from the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer ” :— 

‘Thero are many points of contrast be- 
tween the Chicago and the St. Louis 
Conventions, Probably the most instruc- 
tive is in the showing made of the in- 
fluences which controlled each convention 
and shaped its deliberations. “It has been 
the constant claim of the Democrats that 
their party was Democratic in more than 
name ; that its leaders took their instruc- 
tions from the people and were quickly 
responsive to popular sentiment. It is 
notoriously the case that President 
Roosevelt was not the choice of the 
practical politicians of the Republican 
Party. Sentiment had never centered on 
anyone to oppose him, although even 
had it done so, the attempt would have 
been abandoned. It would have been 
abandoned, not because the practical 
politicians had changed their own views, 
but because they knew better than to 
oppose Mr. Roosevelt, who had the rank 
and file behind him. With their ears to 
the ground, they learned exactly how 
matters stood aud bowed to the will of 
the people. President Roosevelt was 
first, last and all the time the popular 
choice. All of the practical politicians, 
party leaders and would-be party leaders 
in the country could not have defeated 
him for renomination ; and those of them 
who were really not friendly to his nomi- 
nation, knowing this, did not attempt to 
oppose it. At St. Louis a spectacle pro- 
cisely to the contrary was presented. No 
popular demand brought out Judge 
Parker as a candidate for the President. 
Hoe was deliberately selected to the. pur- 
pose by s handful of politicians, after a 
careful survey of the field and after man: 
consultations with the great men of Wall 
Streot and of the trusts to learn their 
views. For the candidate thus selected 
a machine was deliberately created to 
control the convention in his interests. 
‘Not one Democrat out of a thousand in 
the United States had ever heard of 
Judge Parker at the time his boom was 
launched. His nomination was entirely 
an atfair of machine politics ; of consulta- 
tion betweon leaders from which the hoi 
polloi wero carefully excluded. The rank 
and file were given no choice and no 
opportunity to express their views. In 
Democratic politics, as they ate really 
conducted, the rank and file have no 
participation in political affairs save in 
the voting. They have not been trusted 
since Bryan stampeded them once, and 
they never will be trusted again, if the 
leaders can avoid it. Here is the con- 
trast : Roosevelt, the deliberate and en- 
thusiastic choico of the members of the 
Republican Party—of the men who are 
to vote for bic. Parker, the man thrust 

“9 vovers of his party, who knew 
2... sly cothing about him, by the 
Democratic machine, for the purpose of 
securing the support, the friendship and 
the campaign conzributions cf the inter- 
ests which the same Democretic leaders 
have been furiously attacking with their 
mouths. It is an interesting as well as 
an instructive contrast, and the situation 
must be highly gratifying to all good 
Democrats. 
































‘By general consent most striking 
feature of the proceedings of the St. 
Louis Convention was the fifteen minutes’ 
furore of applause that broke forth when 
the Chairman in his opening address 
uttered the name of Grover Cleveland. 
‘This would seem to bear out the assertion 
made by one paper that “ the politician, 
the editor, and the ‘man in the street’ 
unite in the opinion that he is probably 
the strongest candidate that could be 
named to oppose Roosevelt.” 

‘The “Chicago Chronicle” makes the 
following reference to this incident :— 

This demonstration does not portend 
Mr. Cleveland’s nomination nor any 
serious effort to nominate him. It is 
rather to be taken as an announcement 
that he is not to be nominated and asa 
personal compliment which was made 
strikingly impressive precisely because it 
was understood to be the only tribute 
that Mr. Cleveland was to receive at the 
hands of this Convention. It was, all the 
same, a sincore and significant tribute to 
a great man—a tribute which could never 
have been paid to any ordinary person 
by a Party that had swung completely 
loose from his leadership and teachings. 
It had in it an undertone of apology and 
even penitence. It was dramatic con- 
fession that for eight bitter years the 
party had gon wrong and Mr. Cleveland 
had been right. This tribute was in 
particular an act of obeisance to the 
character of Mr. Cleveland as a man of 
fixed 'principles, of truth and honesty, 
and as a man of positive and well-known 
convictions on every subject that could 
interest and exerciso the mind of a 
President of the United States. It may 
not be possible at this distance to judge 
wisely, but it cortainly appears that the 
first moment after the subsidance of this 
tidal wave of ecstatic admiration for 
Grover Cleveland was the psychological 
moment for William Jennings Bryan to 
take his hat and withdraw for ever from 
the Convention and from the Democratic 
Party. 


Tho following reference to the Vice- 
Presidential candidate is taken from the 
“ Evening Bulletin ” of Philadelphia. 

‘That the man nominated for the Vi 
Presidency by either of the great parties 
should be not far from the prime of life 
is a maxim which has beon sometimes 
disregarded. Novertheless, in view of the 
fact that in the last forty years three 
Vico-Presidents have been called upon to 
occupy the White House, its soundness 
has been generally recognised. The 
Democrats have seen fit to disregard it 
in a conspicuous menner by naming for 
the second place on their ticket a veteran 
in polities and business who is an 
octogonarian. It is a third of a century 
since Henry G. Davis, then approaching 
the uge of fifty, was el United 
States Senator from West Virginia. 
When he retired a dozen years later 
many young men who will cast their first 
Presidential ballots next November were 
either unborn or infants :in the cradle. 
The Mexican war seoms to the existing 
generation a dim and far-off episode. 
Yet when it broke out he had 
been a voter for several years. 
These comparisons serve to bring out 
in clearer relief the distance which sep- 
arates the former activities of Mr. Davis 
from t'.ose of the present day. The fact 
that ho is reputed to be the owner of a 
very ixrge fortune, from -rhich generous 
campxign contributions night be drawn 
without depleting i‘ ses‘ously will not 
escape the notice of the American people 
as it assuredly did not those of the man- 
agers at St. Louis. 




















If it were possible for Judge Parker to 
be elected Mr. Davis would be eighty-five’ | 
when the term of the chief ended. Tho | 
chance that he would be mentally and | 
physically fit to preside over the Senate | 
during this period is hardly worthy dis- 
cussing. Senator Fairbank is fifty-two, a 
public man of energy and capacity, quali- 
fied to assume the responsibilities of the 
Vice-Presidenoy, whether actual or 
potential. It is impossible to escape the 
conclusion that in choosing Mr. Davis 
the men who ruled the Democratic con- 
vention paid much less attention to his 
personality than to his bank account. 

Tho “Seattle Post-Intelligencer” calls 
the nomination of ex-Sonstor Davis as 
Vice-President “a cynical exhibition,” 
and makes the following reference to the 


“s 

0 political convention which ever be- 
fore sat in the United States made such 
a cynical exhibition as that shown at St. 
Louis in the nomination of ex-Senator 
Davis,’of West Virginia, as the Democra- 
tic candidate for the’ vico-prosidency. 
Ex-Senator Davis is in his eighty-first 
year! He has been out of political life 
for twenty-one years; that being tho 
period of time which has elapsed since ho 
closed his single term of service in tho 
Senate of the United States. His 
qualification, not for the office but for 
the nomination, is that ho is by far tho 
wealthiest man in the State of West 
Virginia and ono of the wealthiest in tho 
United States. He is the prosident of 
two of the Wost Virginia coal railroads, 
in both of which he is the largest in- 
dividual stockholder. Ho is the largost 
holder of coal mining property in Wost 
Virginia, and is at tho head of tho West 
Virginia’ coal mining combini the 
closest, combination of the 

United States, even surpassing in that 
respect the anthracite combine. Ho was 
no of the greatest coal oil magnates of 
tho Piedmont field, and is noarly as close 
as Henry M. Flaglor to Standard Oil. In 
short Senator Davis is the typical trust 
magnate of the Democratic Pross. 

Tho “Republican Party Birthday” 
which was colebrated “‘under the oaks 
in Jackson, Mich., was attracting a good 
doal of attention just prior to the depar- 
ture of the mail. Leading Republicans 
from all over the country assombled to 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Republican Party on the identical spot 
on which this important event to 
havo taken place. Many prominent 
politicians and others took part in the 
celebration. 

Tho “ Chicago Chronicle” in its loading 
article writes as follows 

The organisation of the Republican 
Party was the result of the Kansas- 
Nebraska Act, which was advooated by 
Stephen A. Douglas and signed May 30, 
1854, by Prosident Pierce. This act ro- 
pealed the Missouri Compromise Act of 
1820 and made Kansas and Nebraska 
slave territories until they should adopt 
State constitutions and decide to be froe 
States. ‘This legislation gave an immense 
impetus to the abolition sentiment in all 
parties and made the extension of slavery 
the issue of a new party. The claim of 
the Michigan Republicans is that the State 
convention which met ‘under the oaks” 
in Jackson on July 6, 1854, and nominat- 
ed Kinsley 8. Bingham for Governor, was 
the first political organisation in’ this 
country to adopt the name of 
“Republican” as it is now used, and 
probably the clsim will hold good, but 
several other localities and dates are com- 



























































petitors. ‘The most interesting .thing 
about the birth and infancy of the party 
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is that nearly all of its first and greatest 
leaders had been free soil democrats. In 
fact, its best blood has always come from 
the Democratic Party, a large accession 
having taken place at the first advent of 
Bryanism in 1896. A still larger re- 
enforcement may be expected in 1904 if 
the convention which meets at St. Louis 
shall not be wiso in its generation and 
give the party and the country a sound 
platform and a strong ticket. 

The “Detroit Tribune” calls the 
celebration “a great historical event” and 
refers to it in the following enthusiastic 
term: 

The interest of the nation is focusing 
on Jackson. The old oak grove will, 
after 50 fateful years, again shelter a 
gathering as much greater in numbers as 
the nation has advanced since 1854. It 
has gradually crept into the minds of the 
busy Republican world that a celebration 
of unusual significance is prepared and 
the response to the invitation of the com- 
mittee having the celebration in charge 
has far oxcooded expectations. Tons of 
thousands of Republicans, and of mon 
who were Republicans at a time when it 
meant much, will assemble to tako part 
in thehistorical exercises. . It will become 
every man’s patriotism to reserve some 
of his Fourth of July enthusiasm for this 

_ signal event. ‘That is what tho founders 

of the party of freedom did in 1856. 

‘Two days after the noiso of the Fourth 

had rent the heavens, the founders of 

the party, realising that independence 

not dated from any one day but from a 

succession of epochal days whereon the 

price of liberty must be paid in tho 
history of human progress, met in the 

free open air of heaven to proclaim a 

larger independence than their forefathers 

know. And so it is that tho whole nation, 
white and black, north and south, may 
participate in the celebration of « later 
independence day. Michigan is approach- 
ing a proud moment. The eyes of the 
whole nation will be upon her as sl 
proclaims through the mouths of national 
orators that here liberty was reborn. 

‘The following article on “ Our Filipino 
Guests” from the “Chicago Chronicle” 
is of sufficiont intorest to dwellers in this 
part of the world to be reproduced in 
our columns :— 

It is not everybody in Chicago who 
believes that the United States camo 
honestly by the Philippine Islands, but 
it would be hard to find a person in the 
city who does not bid welcome to the 
Filipino visitors. Indeed, they aro 
doubly welcome to those who believe 
that they have been wronged, and the 
universal hope is that their visit to this 
country may 
thing happens for tho best, and parti- 
cularly the annexation of theirarchipelago 
to this country. The remark of one 
of them that he had seen so much of 
the displays of wealth in America that 
ho was becoming anxious to learn some- 
thing of the life of the poor suggests 
that possibly not the best judgment has 
been shown in conducting them around 
the city.

stitutions of the country and its indus- 
tries, including its manufacturing marvels 
end its agricultural prosperty.. Edu- 


cational matters are important, but do 
not admit of such easy inspection and 
mastery. The great desideratum for our 
eastern “ subjects ” is the rapid establish- 
ment of industrial: relations between 
them and “the mother country.” There 
are some things which it is tobe hoped the 
committee of entertainment has con- 
cealed from our honoured guests. There 
is no absolute necessity for informing 
them, as they look out upon the leke, 
that ‘we are suffering from a great 
scarcity of water. As they went down 
orup the river to reach the drainage 
channel there was no need to tell them 
that over one-third of our shipping had 
left the river because of obstructions 
‘that could easily be removed. Surely 
the committee did not point with pride 
to our street cars. Everything the 
Filipinos have uttered since they arrived 
in the country shows them to be shrewd, 
observant. and intelligent men, and has 
demonstrated what the “Chronicle” has 
often said, that they are as well qualified 
for local self-government as were the 
inhabitants of the Northwest Territory 
when they first enjoyed this privil 
The visit of the Filipinos should serve 
doth to manifest their fitness to become 
‘American citizons and greatly to increase 
it. 

Another interesting article on “Our 
‘Tropical Responsibilities ” is found in the 
“Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia. 
Woe reproduce part of the article as 
follows :— 








Along with some other things of a more 
pleasing nature the United States, in 
‘acquiring an assortment of tropical p 
ions, have also acquired a list of tropical 
diseases, to which it is advisable 
that special study shall be given by 
medical and sanitary authorities. It is 
not necessary to recall the names of all 
these ailments, dangerons and otherwise. 
‘The United States army surgeons have 
already done this. Neither is it worth 
while to assume that the public health of 
the United States has been endangered 
by the annexation of Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. The Federal quarantine 
regulations have proven very effective in 
late years and can be made still more so 
if necessary. But for the sake of the 
residents of our new possessions, whether 
icans or natives, ono of the blessings 
thould follow our flag should bea 
better and more intelligent treatmont of 
tropical diseases where they prevail most. 
‘The best service which medical scienco 
can render anywhere is to apply the ounce 
of prevention to the fullest possible 
extent, and this will not be done advan- 
tageously without a special study of the 
ases most prevalent as well as their 
inciting causes. The advisability of this 
policy would seem to apply generally to 
all our tropical possessions, but with 














special force to the Panama canal zone, | 


which many thousands of labourers of all 
races and conditions will soon be em- 
ployed. Tropical climates are infested 
by diseases special to high temperatures 
and miasmatie conditions. Any effective 
treatment of them involves a thorough 
knowledge- of their origin and nature. 
This very evident fact opens a new field 
.e medical teachers and practitioners 
of this country which should be speedily 
entered upon. Medicine, like every other 
5 ience, has become r~eciolis d and the 
treatment of tropical 2om,la‘uts should 
be acded to the curriculum. ‘11> increase 
thy jongevity of. the ople we have 
annexed by war or archas>, would 
furnish the best evideue that could be 
offered that the flag had been extended 
over them for their own good.

‘The condi- 
tions under which the money is given are

“This sum is granted for the establish- 
ment of a hospital and/or school in the 
city of Chenchoufu in Hunan. The only 
conditions attached to the grant are that 
an account of the administration of the

and that some tablet be put ‘up in a cot 
spicuous place at the entrance of the new 





buildings explaining the circumstances of 
the grant—namely, that this money 
was exacted H. M. Government 
on account of the murder of the two 
C. I. M. missionaries, not as bloodmoney, 
but for the ultimate benefit of the people 
of Hunan by establishing a charitable 
institution, thus returning good for ill.” 
Trouble Anticipated. 

It is nearly one month since I left Ohen- 
chou. I hear often from the natives. 
From my observations before leaving 
and from what I hear, I fear the Catholics 
are going to cause trouble in North-west 
Hunan as they did in South-west Hupeh 
a short time ago. In America and in 
Mexic», I had much sympatiy for them 
and their work, but in Hunan and iu, all 
Chins, if reports are to be trusted, they 
ave fast gaining the ill-will of many, ‘The 
misjority of the officials are afrxid of the 
priests and obey their wishes and 
demands. Ihave heard of only one who, 
had the courage of his convictions. When 
asked by the priest to release a given man 
from gaol, he suggested in his reply that 
the priest como and take over his seal of 
office | 
Mission Work in Hunan 
is growing, as you will conclule when I 
tell you, that, in these few years since it 
‘was opened, some thirteen societies with 
about eighty-seven resident missionaries 
are working there. 

Possibly someone ‘his already written 
you of the Keswick representatives, who 
‘rere here fom th: 26th Ju'y, until the 
Qnd August ‘Three meetings were held 
daily. Owing to illness Mr. Sloan was 
unableto attend all the services, He is 
still up here and seems to be improving.

The Imperial Birthdays. 

‘The Viceroy’s déjeuner, or tiffin, to the 
Foreign Consuls and other officials on 
the Emperor's birthday, as well as on that 
of the Empress Dowager, have now be- 
come fixtures. This year the Emperor's 
birthday falling on a Sunday, the foreign 
guests wre invited to cross ‘the river at 
a rather early hour. At 9.30 a.m. they 
left Hankow in steamers specially pro- 
vided for them, and on arriving at 
Wachang found’ carriages waiting to 
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convey them to the place of entertain- 
ment, which was about a mile inside the 
city. 

On arriving at the Wuchang Huangtien, 
the guests wererecsived by Mr. Liang, the 
Hankow Taotai, and then welcomed by 
H. E. Chang Chih-tung in his usual 
courteous, kindly, aud pleasant manner ; 
everybody was delighted to see him so 
bright and looking so well after his 
recent indisposition. After resting under 
punkahs in an elegantly furnished and 
gorgeously decorated pavilion, among 
lovely flowers both artificial and natural, 
where “the cups that cheer, but not 
inobriate, wait on each,” the Viceroy 
invited his guests to the banqueting hall. 
It was here evident that neither 
pains nor expense had been spared 
in the arrangements, decorations, and the 
providing of good things for the delecta- 
tion and gratification of the visitors. 

During the repast a selection of 
Chinese and foreign music was played by 
the Viceroy’s Band in a most creditable 
manner. H. E, Chang Kung-pao, through 

«his interpreter, welcomed and thanked 
all present for coming, Consuls, Captains 
of foreign men-of-war, members of the 
Customs, Postal, and Railway Administra- 
tions, ete., etc., and invited .all to drink 
the health and prosperity of His Im- 
perial Majesty the Emperor of China, as 
well as the health of all the rulers re- 
presented. The doyen of the Con- 
sular Body, Dr. Wilcox responded briefly, 
and Captain Fawekner of H. M. 8. 
““Tphigonia,” who with the Captains of 
the “ Phoenix” and “ Vestal” represented 
the British navy, said how glad he was 
to be present’ on such an oceasion, 
to assist. in celebrating the 
Dirthday of the Emperor _—of 
China, and regretted that vessels 
of other countries besides those of 
Germany and Great Britain were not 
present to join in the celebration. The 
Iphigenia, Phoonix, and Vestal had 
steamed over to Wuchang earlier in the 
day and the first-named fired « salute. 
Not only the mon-of-war, but most of 
the merchant steamers dressed ship in 
honour of the Emperor's birthday, making 
the harbour look quite gay on Sunday.

Tiree Boat Companies. 

Your correspondent moved to Siangtan 
about a month ago to spend a part o 
the summer, so will write a few lines 
about affairs in this great city. Siangtan 
has undergone a great change in a very 
short time. There are at present threo 
different companies running boats in 
here from Hankow, viz., Butterfield & 
Swire, Jardine, Matheson & Co., and 
the Japanese. ' The first two companies 
have one boat each and the Japanese have 
two. They all seom to have a good busi- 
ness and it is reported that one or two 
new boats will be put on the river noxt 
year. The coming of so many steamers 
naturally brings a good many foreigners, 
and thereby helps to break down the 
former prejudices against foreigners and 
foreigu things. This is especially notice- 
able in the cut of some of the natives’ 
clothes; there are a great many who have 
their common cloth mado into coat and 
trousers with foreign buttons. I sawono 
fellow a few days ago with great brass 
buttons and black braid on such a gar- 
ment and he walking along the stroet 
with a foreign straw hat and one hand 
in his pocket looked quite peculiarly 
foreign. When ono considers that only 
a few years ago a foreigner would have 
had a pretty bad time if he had attempted 
to walk through the streets of the city

asi Rebellion. 


‘There have beon many rumours afloat 
here concerning the rebellion in Kuangsis 
somo have been to the effect that the 
rebellion has come over the borders into 
Hunan, that the Taotai at Hengchow has 
called for soldiers to better protect the 
southern part of the province against the 
rebels. Two weeks ago there were several 
hundred soldiers, well equipped with 
modern rifles and large quantities of 
ammunition, it is said they were ou their 
way to Kuangsi through Hunan to put 
down the rebellion. ‘The rumours were 
afloat here that the soldiers that were 
sent some time ago had joined the rebels 
and wore now at Kueilin, the capital of 
the province, and that one or two of 
the officials of the place had been killed. 





Four Missions. 
There are now four missions working 
in Siangtan—the London Mission, the 
Alliance Mission, the United Evangelical 
Mission and the Presbyterian Mission. 
‘Thoy all have foreigners resident in the 
city and the work protty well organised. 
‘Tho Presbyterians have a boys’ school 
that has had an average attendance of 
over twenty boys during the 
is self-supporting and the only’ boarding 
school in tho province of Hunan. There 
will be a girls’ boarding schoot oponed in 
the fall, and it is hoped that a hospital 
will be built in the very near future. 
Nogotiations are going on uow for th 
purchase of a site: ‘The United Evangeli- 
cal mission have purchased « largo place 
in the soventeenth ward and expect to fit 
‘it up at once. There will bo a fine 
preaching hall in front and residence in 
the back. 


Eager for War News. 

‘Tho natives aro very anxious to keep 
up with the war and consequently papers 
with war nows are in groat demand. 
‘The native telegrams aro often exagorat- 
od and just as often wholly untrue. 


The C, 1. Post Office. 

Sinco leaving Chenchow the 1. P. 0. 
has opened a new post office there and ha 
also sent a man to Kueiyangchou to open 
a branch office there. ‘There will bo one 
carrier, who will be able to make the trip 
in one day between the two places. Tho 
plan is to open an office in Ichang and 
thus connect the Hunan lines with the 
Kuangtung lines, which has béon talked 
of for over a year. The telegraph has 
been completed to Yuinchon, vid Heng- 
chow. 

A New Tax. 

There has been recently a new tax 
Jevied on tea and tobacco, which some of 
the citizens seem to think will be very 
burdensome to the tea and tobacco 
raisers of the Chenchon district. The 
Chenchout tobacco is prized as the best 
tobacco in the province and a great deal 
is raised. ‘The natives say that less than 
one-half sufficient rice is grown to supply 
their district, and it the high taxes are 
placed on tho two best articles of export 
there is sure to be great suffering during 
the coming year. It seems likely that it

The reason for this is 
that one of the punishments attached to 
the Hengchou prefecture for atrocities 
during the year 1900 was that uo ex- 
aminations could be held in the city for 
five years.

‘The Coming Railway, 

A number of German engineers h 
just come to locate the railway which is 
to pass south from Chinanfu toward the 
Honan border. Tho general idea scoms 
to bo that it will pass this place, Yen- 
choufa, Chiningchon, and from there in a 
general southerly direction; though these 
engineers soem to have no very distinct 
notion as to the general scheme. They 
are surveying by sections, this company 
survoying only to K‘ufu, about half-way 
between Taianfu and Yenchoufu. They 
ay that there is little prospect of the 
road being constructed at tho present 
time, on account of the Russo-Japanese 
war, the Chineso goverument being un- 
willing to grant the necessary qualifica- 
tions for proceeding with the work. 
Quite a buzz of excitement was caused 
among the people who thought from tho 
renting of houses that work was to begin 
at once. It is impossible to fore- 
cast the effect of tho building 
of a railway through this staid, slow- 
going old place, and also through 
Kufu, the home of Confucius. A 
shrieking, bustling railway hardly 
comport with the solemnity and dignity 
which would seem to be such necessary 
components of pilgrim shrines. How 
much of the merit of the pilgrimage will 
be taken away when one is whirled to 
destination by the power of steam, 
instead of plodding weary miles wit 
staff in hands and bedding on tho back. 
Added to other deteriorating agencies, 
one would think the general effect not 
propitious for retaining the old-time 
sanctity of theso places. 





























Native Enterprise. . 

We have had a local exhibition of 
native enterprise. After the summer 
rains there is always an abundamce of 
good water in the city, supplicd by a 
sluiceway which diverts small mountain 
stream through the city. This year the 
local magistrate concluded this sluiceway 
needed repairing, and instead of doinz 
it when. there.was no water he waited till 
the rains came. Consequently the work 
has been much delayed, and the city 
people are not likely to get any benefit 
from the rains at all this year. They 
profess themselves much disgusted with 
the whole affair. 




















13th August. 
The Russians Arrive. 

Since the opening of hostilities be- 
tween Russia and Jejyen we found ourselves 
for the first time yesterday within the 
theatre of war. At five o'clock on the 
evening of the 11th, two Russian men-of- 
war were seen approaching our port, and 
one of them very slowly steamed in, | At 
hal€ past six this vessol and a destroyer au- 
chored in the outer harbour and signalled 
for the port doctor to be sent immedinte- 
ly to the men-of-war outside. ‘The eruisor 
moving slowly in was the Novik, which 
had run short of coal. When she arrived in 
the inner harbour and had been boarded 
by the doctor, it was learned that the 
Russian fleet ‘had emorged from Port 
Arthur. The Novik herself had lost two 
men, and her doctor was wounded, Tho 
destroyer’s machinery was damaged and 
only one boiler was in use. 

‘At seven o'clock a big Russian warship 
was sighted, ‘stoaming more slowly even 
than the Novik. It was soon discoverod 
that this was the Czarevitch, the flagship 
of the Port Arthur fleet, and that she 
was damaged very badly. ‘At nine o'clock 
sho anchored in the inner harbour. 

Next morning your correspondent went 
on board the Gzareviteh and gathered 
information in regard to the fighting, 
After the breaking out of tho fleet from 
Port Arthur the Czarevitch three times 
had to withstand the fire of the Japanese, 
Admiral Witgeft, Rear Adiniral Matsuso- 
viteb, and the ship's captain were in the 
conning tower when a shell exploded 
within it. Nothing was left of Admiral 
Witgeft save his two lexs, which wore 
brought ashore to-day on a stretcher. 
Rear-Admiral Matsusevitch lost one of 
his arms, and tho captain was also 
soriously wounded. In all 24 were killed, 
including the Admiral, and eight wounded. 
Tho Rear-Admiral was takon to the mili- 
tary hospital. hore this morning. The 
damage to the Czarevitch will take some 
weeks to repair. 

After having coalod, tho Novik went out 
at four o'clock in the morning but was 
still sven outside tho harbour at seven 
o'clock. At nino o'clock two more Rns- 
sian torpedo-boats came in for coals and 
provisions. Itis expectod they will leave 
during tho night in order to avoid the 
Tapaneso ships cruising outside the har- 
bour and waiting for them. After the 
Novik’s departure nothing more was seen 
of her and it is presumed that sho escapod 
tho Japanese and is on heravay to Viadi- 

ostock. All the wounded Russians have 
now been taken to the hospital. 

One of the Russians died yesterday in 
hospital of his wounds and was buried to- 
day with‘full naval honours, A German 
Aetachment followed and many boautifnl 
wreaths wore sent. 

I learn that tho shell which killed Ad- 
miral Witgeft. was fired by a pursuing 
Japanese man-of-war, only two miles out- 
side neutral waters here. The three 
destroyers did not leave, last night, but 
are expected to go this afternoon. Japan- 
eso warships are still cruising outside 
waiting for them. * 

‘The apparent violation of the treaty 
rights of Chefoo by the Japaneso in cap- 
turing the Reschitjelnij has caused 
much iudignation in German naval circles. 
It is said that when the time comes for 
the three torpedo-boats to leave the whole 
German squadron here will clear for action 
to prevent any violation of our neutral 
waters. S

Corea’s fraternal relations with Japan 
are almost at the breaking point. This 
“waste land” has indeed turned itself 
into a howling wilderness, and we hear 
threatenings from all quarters. The 
following translation of a placard will 
show something of the attitude of Corea’s 
mind :— 

Association to Preserve Peace. 

We respectfully call attention to the 
fact that our country (Corea), is con- 
fronted by a demand of the Japanese for 
its hills, forests, streams, lakes, unoccupied 
and waste lands. This fact is already 
known to the people. If, wo ask, our 
territory be lost to us, how about our 
standing as an Empire? If our Empire 
be lost to us, how about our people, where 
will they be? On this account our fri 
temnity including the great and the small 
has formed itself into an association to 
resist these demands. The byelaws, etc., 
were not yet fully drawn up, when yester- 
day at noon, two unknown Japanese broke 
up the meoting saying they were sent 
from the Legation with orders to 
arrest oir leader. Into the crowded 
square they came with violence, firing 
aff their revolvers, and in the ‘tumult 
that followed they carried away our 
chairman and we know not where 
he is. Alas, brethren, will you put up 
with this sort of thing? Will you sit by 
quictly at such a timo? If you regard 
this with indifference to-day and  to- 
morrow, it will not be a question of our 
Iand but our people themselves will be 
but fish and flesh, and there will be no 
holp for it. For this reason let the few 
members left us step on after our leader, 
and to-day, at 10 a.m., hold another meet- 
ing. Al!’ you brothren who have the 
spirit of life in you come, and give vent 
to your loyal anger. Let us meet and 
if But the ten thousand weaklings (hairs) 
join forces, and the ‘ten thousand horses 
roar,” we will save our land and per- 
haps save our brethren from becoming 
flesh and fish,

‘This was printed and scattored broad- 
on the 16th July and sinco that time 
8 strong anti-Japaneso fooling has been 
fermenting. Other arrests have been 
mado with no end of wild rumour of 
shooting and beheading.

the sun goes round the earth. 

‘The master of the house where I now 
reside is a professional at astrology and 
fortune-telling.

Corea and Japin hitched together will 
nover make a;team. Balaan‘’s ass and 
tho Flying Scotchman could not hit it off 
worse. ‘The ‘Scotchman had better take 
the ass on board and teach him how to 
readjust his stomach and lungs so that 
they may be able by-and-by to work by 
stoam and electricity.

‘The Political Crisis. 

Daily the political situation seems to 
grow more complex; daily the difficulties 
of the Prime Minister appear to increase, 
and yet he manages to steer his way 
safely through them. At a dinner given 
to him on Wednesday night at the House 
of Commons by the Unionist members 
for the four northern counties, Mr. Bal- 
four declared that the Government had 
not the slightest intention of resigning, 
and intimated that in the absenco of a 
hostile vote, or such a lack of loyal sup- 
port on the part of the Unionists as he 
indicated in his recent answer to Sir. 
John Leng, there would be no dissolution 
this year. His resolute adherence. to 
office has lost him something ot that per- 
sonal popularity among his political 
opponents which he could formerly 
boast; but it has 
reputation asa political tactician. 

The Liquor Bill. 

As regards the Licensing Bill the 
Government would appear to be safe. 
Although Mr. John Redmond marshalled 
the whole Nationalist forces against the 
Government, the guillotine resolution was 
carried by a majority of 73 and the first 
clause has already been added to the

but wiser counsels prevailed, and it was 
decided not to enter into.a.conflict with 
the chair. Mr. Balfour. received, how- 
ever, a hostile demonstration such as has 
not been offered to a Prime Minister for 
years. Then, there, was a proposal— 
‘though not. by the leaders of the Opposi- 
tion—to challenge the right of. brewer 
M. P.s to vote on the ground that the 
question was one in which they had a 
Pecuniary interest; but this idea was 
wisely abandoned, for it could not pos- 
sibly have succeeded. If such an indirect 
interest as Mr. Groves or Mr. Gretton— 
who have been singled out as peculiarly 
active brewer supporters of the Bill—have 
in the measure. precludes them from 
voting, an inquiry into. the personal 
interests of M. P.s will be necessary, in 
regard to every measure brought into the 
House. 

Army Reform, 

Although Mr. Balfour has steered the 
Liquor Bill almost into harbour, he 
would seom to be threatened with serious 
trouble over the new army scheme. The 
rumours of dissensions in the Cabinet 
which have been flying about for two or 
three weeks are evidently not without 
foundation. On Thursday the “ Standard” 
published some rather sensational di 
closures with regard to the scheme which 
Mr. Arnold-Forster is to unfold next 
Thursday—the date has at last beon 
fixed—and announced it.as ‘an amazing 
budget of impossible proposals even more 
impracticable than the schemo which was 
before the Cabinet a few weoks ago, but 
which on further consideration was wisely 
not. introduced to the notice of the 
House of Commons. “I am told on protty 
good authority that this outburst of the 
“Standard” was directly inspired by Mr. 
Brodrick, though its information 
the nature of the scheme must have come 
from some other source, as Mr. Brodrick 
could not divulge facts which he had 
learnt at a Cabinet mooting without 
violating his oath as a Privy Councillor. * 


Sweeping Changes. 

According to the “Standard” the new 
scheme virtually sweops away tho mi 
‘and reduces the volunteer force by sixty 
thousand men, ‘The South African station 
is to be reduced by five thousand men 
and the coaling stations and naval ports, 
Malta and Gibraltar and other outlying 
bastions of the empire, are to be partly 
denuded of their. 'regular military 
guards. How far theso details aro 
reliable has to be soon; put wo know 
that Mr. Arnold-Forster proposes to 
make a substantial reduction in the cost 
of the army, so there is no reason to 
doubt the “Standard’s” accuracy. The 
scheme is of course quite in accord with 
the views of what ‘is called the “Navy 
School,” whieh contends that a large part 
of the money which we spend on the 
army could be more effectively devoted 
to the navy; but it can hardly fail to 
provoke strong opposition from the army. . 
With the masses the scheme would pro- 
bably be popular; and it is not im- 
possible that, Mr. Balfour would regard 
with equanimity @ hostile voto on it in 
the present House of Commons, since 
army reform, coupled with reduced ox- 
penditure, would make avery good ery for - 
the general election., The Alions Bil 
which also was popular ‘with a very Jai 
selection of the masses, has justbeen drop- 
ped on the d. that Liberal obstruc- 
tion. in Grand Committee has rendered 
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it impossible to carry it through; and 
this too would make a good item in the 
Unionist election programme, since food 
taxes do not seem to succeed as an elec- 
tion cry. 


Chertsey. 

‘The by-election’ in the Chertsey Divi- 
sion of Surrey has resulted in the re- 
turn of Lord Bingham, the Conservative 
candidate, by a majority of 549, and 
although this is less than half the 
majority obtained at a by-election in the 
same constituency last year, and not a 
quarter of that obtained by Mr. Leigh- 
Bennett, at the last General Election, the 
Unionists aro hailing it as a triumph. 
‘That they should be jubilant over retain- 
ing seat in a Home County constituency 
shows the straits to which they have 
come; but they contend that Lord 
Bingham had to fight against unfair odds 
in the unscrupulous use which was made 
of the question of Chinese labour for the 
Rand, and so sturdy a Liberal organ as 
the “Westminster Gazette” is fain to 
confess that the complaint is only too 
well grounded. That gallant novelist, 
Mr. Allen Upward, one of the little band 
of Englishmen who went out. to fight for 
Greece in her last war with Turkey, 
seoms to have played'a not very creditablo 
part in this campaign of calumny ; and 
the fact that some of the election “skits” 
circulated under his auspices took the 
form of parodies of well-known hymns has 
been anything butan extenuating circum- 
stances, Possibly, however, this unfair- 
ness did little to help the party for whose 
benefit it was undertaken. ‘There are 
some who attribute the falling off in the 
Unionist vote to the fact that Lord 
Bingham wobbled hopelessly on the tariff 
question ; but again it may be plausibly 
contended by the Freetraders that an 
out-and-out Chamberlanite might have 
fared even worse, 

Henley. 

On the whole Henley has maintained 
its reputation as one of the pleasantest 
social functions of the season, and it wit- 
nessed some of the best rowing ever 
seen on the river. The opening day 
was somewhat showory, and the attend- 
ance was rather below the 
but it improved greatly on the 
second and third days. The victory of 
the Canadian, Scholes, was exceedingly 
popular, especially as the final heat 
with Cloutte, the ex-Amatear Champion, 
proved a magnificent race.

The Council is aware of the fact that 
all foreigners prosecuted in China are sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction and laws of their 
respective nationalities ; nevertheless tho 
maintenance of good order and the well- 
being of the Foreign Settlement are mat- 
ters wherein it seemed. to the Council 
that the Consular Body has direct in- 
terest and local responsibility, in its col- 
lective capacity, as distinct’ from the 
particular and national functions of each 
Consular reprosentative. For this ronson, 
and because the question appeared to be 
one of urgent importance, I was requested 
by my colleagues to address you in the 
matter, in the hope that the Consular 
Body, regarding it in the same light, 
might take it into immediate and special 
consideration. The Council under the 
circumstances believed, moreover, that 
this procedure was not only justifiable 
but necessary for tho introduction of 
effective remedial measures, since only by 
a consensus of opinion and’ concerted ac- 
tion can radical improveient be obtained, 
It is therefore with regret that tho 
Couneil notes the Consular Body’s reply.

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‘Tho various governmentsmakeitobliga- 
tory on the Consuls to report, and report | 
promptly, the death of any of their nat- 
ionals in Shanghai. It is also necessary 
that the various Consuls, in their judicial 
capacity, be informed promptly’ of any 
suspicious circumstances surrounding a 
death and that they shall also promptly 
take the necessary steps towards conserv- 
ing the estate of the deceased national. 
When Shanghai was smaller the informa- 
tion desired was easily obtained. The 
greatgrowth of the Settlements now makes 
it necessary to have some system of get- 
ting this information, as far as is practie- 
able. 

In its letter of July th the Consular 
Body proposed that the Health Officer 
send a copy of the Death Certificate to 
the Consul concerned, within 48 hours 
of the receipt of such certificate by the 
Health Otticer. In the meantime the 
burial would be made on the permit of 
the Health Officer, if the cause of death 
certified to by the attonding physician be 
anatural one ; otherwise, that the burial 
permit be withheld by the Health Oficer 
until the concerned Consul was satisfied. 
In your reply you suggest that the Muni- 
cipal Council forward to the Senior Con- 
sul copies of the Health Ofticor’s monthly 

 reportsof foreign deaths with all informa- 
tion relating thereto. ‘Thisis not satisfact- 
ory to the Consular Body. If the natiou- 
ality of a person deceased cannot possibly 
be known, then a copy of the death cor- 
tificate should be sent to the Senior Con- 
sul; but where the nationality is known, 
the Consul concerned, for the purposes 
of his government as specified abovo, 
should be informed ‘more promptly than 
by monthly reports. ‘The plan proposed 
inour letter of July 9th would not delay 
burials nor entail additional responsibil- 
ity upon the Health Officer, and only 
the extra labour of having copies made of 
tho death certificate and forwarding them 
to the Consul is necessary. 

The Consular Body has considered this 
matter most carefully and asks that the 
Couneil give instructions that tho plan

Nearing tho Point, Kid and Spoondrift, 
which were close on Thresher’s heels, got 
a favouring breeze and passed Thresher 
before she got way on. Spoondrift then 
edged up to windward close as wator 
would allow to the Point and took pre- 
mier position. From here to the mark- 
boat was a close reach, and the breeze 
freshening, Thresher although to lee- 
ward was footing it faster than either 
Spoondrift or Kid, but she could not got 
‘ap to windward enough decisively to take 
the lead and Spoondrift got round the 
mark-boat a few seconds before her, Kid 
being a little way behind.

Of 
course ‘the Wisconsin's mascotte, a big 
black goat, came up too, and a very fine 
fellow he looked with his gilded horns 
and hoofs, and his jacket bearing the 
magic word “ Badger”, gaily decked with 
ribbons. He was spared the embarrass- 
ment of walking through the stroots, as 
‘ two of his shipmates offered him a lift in 
their carriage, a privilege which ho seem- 
ed to fully appreciate. 

‘The game started at about 3 p.m., and 
‘or just over two hours the fortunes of 
war hung in a balance. Both teams mado 
herculean efforts to beat their opponents, 
and although at first the Wisconsin's 
seemed to be having it all their own way 
towarils the ond they had to play all they 
knew to keep the lead. ‘The match was to 
decide a tie existing between the two 
vessels from the league at Cavite. 

The “ Badgers” (Wisconsin's) went in 
first, and in their first innings seemed to 
enjoy the “ Bulldogs ” (Oregon’s) pitching. 
Fout runs were obtained before the sido 
was out. Each run was greeted with 
Joud cheers from tho Wisconsin's crew, 
while the Bulldogs replied with yells of 
dension.

Badger, Badger, Badger.” ‘Their band, 
which had refrained from playing during 
the match, probably because the bands- 
men too took keen an.interest in the game, 
struck up, and even the goat scemed to 
get excited. He was seen a fow minutes 
Tater in a distant part of the field with a 
child on his back. 

"The match was a splendid one through- 
out. The fielding on both sides was 
superb, ‘There was hardly an error in 
the whole game, and some of the catches 
made in the field wore absolutely marvel- 
lous, ‘The winner's pitcher handled the 
ball’ with grent skill. Crawfield, the 
Oregon’s pitcher, made some wonderful 
stops from hard hits.

THE CAPTAIN OF THE 
HIPSANG’S THANKS. 


To the Editor of the 
“Nortu-Cuma Dany News.” 


Sm,—I should feel oxtromely obliged 
to you if you would kindly allow me « 
little space in the columns of your in- 
teresting newspaper to make  puolic 
the very great kindness extended to the 
British members of the crew of the ss. 
Hipsang, by officers of the Imperial 
Japanese Navy, during the passage from 
Pigeon Bay to Chefoo. Having been 
released from confinement at Port Arthur 
by the Russian authorities, and having 
walked over to Pigeon Bay, a junk was 
chartered by our saloon passenger for 
the sum of 350 Roubles to take ns and 
himself from Pigeon Bay to Chefoo, 
tho junk people agreeing for a further 
sum of 48 Roubles to allow 24 of the 
Chinose members of the crew to accom- 
pany us in the junk. So at about 4 p.m. 
bn the 2nd of August 1904 we sailed out, 
of Pigeon Bay with a fair land brooze, 
having for stores for the voyage (which 
might easily have been one of many days) 
fone small white loaf of broad and two: 
pieces of black bread left over from our 
evening meal of the day before, a rem- 
nant of cheese, some tea in a bottle, and 
two or three pounds of sugar, Fortun- 
ately tho junk had a certain amount. of 
millet in one of hor holds and « fair 
supply of drinking water in a big tub 
lashed on her fore:part. 

‘After passing fairly closo to a floating 











mine, we some little time after leaving the: 





ighted four Japanese torpedo-boat, 
destroyers steaming in our direction, and 
as one of these vessels directed her course 
straight towards our junk, the junk's 
sails were lowered and we awaited her 
approach, Steaming close up to us, and 
receiving the information that we wore 
members of the crew of the s.s. Hipsang, 
heaving lines were thrown to us, and 
the junk hauled alongside the destroyer. 
Wo Europeans were then, by ‘the 
request of the Lieut.Commandor of 
the Ugiri, invited to come on board 
tho destroyer by Mr. Kyosuke Eto, 
a staff officer of the Imperial Japan- 
eso Navy; and we were then 
invited to sit down at a table, which 
was soon loaded with delicacies. ' Lieut. 
Commander §. Kagiwada having then 
heard our account of the loss of the 





s. s. Hipsang and our sojourn at Port: 


Arthur, asked us if we were in any 
need of food or water to take us across 
to Chefoo; and gathering that we did 
stand in need of bread, he and his officers 
most generously gave usa large case of 
ship's bisenits, seven tins of corned beef,

sauce, about a dozen quart bottles of 
beor and many bottles of Hirano water, 
a packet of candles, two largo blankets, 
handkerchiefs and socks, ete., ete., 
absolutely refusing to take denial, though:

down and remained. 

‘The next day, the wind being still a 
head wind to Chefoo, we got underweigh 
and stood down for Howki, so as to got 
in the track of ships coming from Taku 
Bar, and were fortunate enough to attract 
the attention of the officer on the bridge 
of the ss. Sillberg; being taken on 
Doard that vessel and’ brought quickly on 
to Chofoo.

certainly to be pitied for having to live 
fn a place where there is only one post 
office, and that the I. P. 0., instead of 
living in Shanghai, where he would have 
the advantage of using at least six, to say 
nothing of “tho Chinese native postal 
nervice, a system more adapted to China's 
present condition” and where he could 
Proid having anything whatever to do 
‘sith “the high-handed and rade-man- 
nored” Customs officials who manage or 
necording to * L.” mismanage the Chinese 
Tmperial Post Ofice. 

Tt is quite evident that “1.” must 












these men to have drawn forth such 
wailful story on his sufferings and to 
have caused him to write such a serious 
indictment against an institution which, 
in spite of some defects and failings, owing 
no doubt to its youth, has been wel- 
‘comed bg all sorts and conditions of men, 
Chinese and foreign, as a boon and bles- 
sing. 

‘The able and racy author of “Chinese 
Characteristics” wrote: “The three points 
upon which the occidental mind is sure 
to lay principal stress when conte 
ing the inconveniences of Chinese ci 
tion are: the absence of postal facilities, 
the state of the roads, and the condition 
‘of the currency. Private companies do, 
of course, exist by which letters and 
parcels may be transmitted from certain 
places in China to certain other places, 
but their functions are exceedingly limited 
and compared with the whole Empire, 
the areas which they accommodate are 
trifling.” 

‘Anyone acquainted with the history of 

postal nstitutionsin the West and knowing 
‘anything of China when Dr. Smith wrote, 
would surely agree with him. Therefore, 
anyone interested in the welfare of 
China rejoiced when the I. P. O. was 
inaugurated by Imperial Decree and the 
work of organising a postal system for 
China was placed in the hands of such 
a capable and distinguished adminis 
trator as the Inspector-General of 
Customs. 
Has “ L.” over read a most interesting 
paper by the Rev. Dr. Richard—ono of 
the best authorities on the subject— 
«China's Appalling Need of Reform”? 
If so he will seo what a tremendous loss 
China suffers by not having good roads. 
And as in “the history of postal in- 
stitutions in the West,” so will it prob- 
ably be in China, and the establishment 
of a national post office in every city 
in China will prepare the way for im- 
proved roads everywhore. 

‘The history of the improvement in the 
roads of Great Britain is inseparable 
from that of the post office. Neither 
Telford nor Macadam could have accom- 
plished what they did, but for the 
pesistance and co-operation of the postal 
authorities. The transformation in the 
British Isles in tho matter of road 
making has been truly wonderful. Valloys 
have been exalted, mountains and hills 
made low, crooked paths made straight 
‘and rough places made smooth. And 
mostly as the result of the establishment 
of a national post office with no end of 
“red-tape” and innumerable “formulas, 
regulations, declarations and notifica- 
tions.” 

‘Why should not the results be the 
same in China? “L.” may no doubt 
profer using the “ more national, efficient, 
‘And the older institutions” for sending 
his correspondence; but the Chinese, 
being an eminently practical people, will 
profer, in my opinion, the more regular, 
safer, and speedier method of for- 
warding their letters by using the 
C. I. P. 0. As a rule they prefer 
a ricsha to the wheel-barrow, a 
railway carriage to a Peking springless 
cart, and a steamer to s junk. And 
fn like manner they will adopt improved 
methods of communicating with their 
friends as they understand the advan- 
tages of cheap postage, rapidity of 
transmission and regularity of delivery.

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


18th August. 

The Russian Destroyer, 

Reschitjelnij, which fled to Chefoo on 
the 11th inst., from Port Arthur, is re- 
ported from Chefoo to have brought over, 
amongst others, the wife of General 
Stoessel, the Russian Commandant of 
Port Arthur, It is further reported that 
the destroyer was really trying to get to 
Tsingtao, but was prevented by the seri- 
ous damages she had received from some 
of the Japanese blockading fleet off Port 
Arthur when making the dash for liberty. 
The Russian Forces 
around Linoyang, commanded by General 
Kuropatkin in person, according to ad- 
vices received by tho authorities of the 
Peiyang Administration, numbered on the 
Oth inst., 175,000 men, composed of all 
three arms with ninety-six field, eighteen 
mountain, and thirty-four machine guns. 
Of this large number of men nearly 
13,000 are in hospital, or so ill that their 
fighting value is a nogligible quantity. 
About 60,000, however, are fresh from 
European’ Russia and ‘in good spirits, 
while the balance of the troops is com: 
posed of men of the Siberian Army who 
have beon beaten again and again by the 
Tapanse, tasted the quality of the terrible 
Shimose ‘powder, and aro practically 
down on their luck and ontirely dispirited. 


‘The Denunciation of the Exclusion 
Act. 

With reference to tho denunciation 
inthe early part of this year, as chronicled 
in these “Notes” at the time, by H. E. 
Sir Chontung Liang Chéng, K.O.M.G. 
Chineso Minister at Washington, of the 
Chinese Exclusion Act of the United 
States, which coases and determines at 
the end of this year (after operating for 
twenty years), a Peking dispatch states 
that it is possible that tho Imperial 
Government will send 4. E. Wu Ting- 
fang to the United States as special 
Commissioner to confer, in conjunction 
with Sir Liaug Chéng, with the United 
States Government rogarding a now 
treaty.

Increase of Briga’ 
hai District. 
A raid by banditti, numbering over 
thirty men, fully armed with carbines, 
revolvers and swords, occurred on Friday 
night (12th inst.) at a place called 
Ch‘énchiatu, a few miles west of Jessfield 
and in the vicinity of the Sun God 
temple. The bandits broke into a 
wealthy cotton yarn hong, called Yih 
Chang-t'ai, and compelled the inmates 
to give up nearly $2,000 which had been 
brought from Shanghai to pay for raw 
cotton purchased the day before from 
the cotton growers in that vicinity. It is 
surmised that the spies of the bandits 





the treasure informed their fellow bandits 
with the above result. Besides the money 


| the bandits carried off several bundred 


dollars’ worth of clothing, watches and 
jewelry. The country people living near 
the cotton yarn hong tried to call the 
attention of two gun, or guard, boats ly- 
ing, a short way down the Soochow Creek, 
by beating gongs, but the crew strangely 
paid no attention to them, allowing the 
robbers to leave the place unmolested. 
On the same night a family living in the 
same western district, at the western 
end of Taku Road, was also visited by 
armed desperadoes, who carried of a 
quantity of jewellery and clothes. They 
are suspected of belonging to the 
same band whose exploits have been 
noted above. 

Many of the Native Shops 

on the Maloo hung out their national flag 
yesterday, a report having been received 
that Prince Pu Lun, the Chinese Chief 
Commissioner to the St. Louis Exposition, 
would arrive in town from Hong- 
kong, en route for Peking. ‘The Bureau 
of Foreign Affairs, on the Bubbling Well 
Road, has been prepared for the Prince's 
reception. 

‘The Canton-Hankow Railway. 

‘A Peking dispatch states that thanks 
to the energy and diplomatic ability of 
H.E. Sir Chéntung Liang Chéng, 
K.C.M.G., Chinese Minister at Washing- 
ton, the U.S. Government have consented 
to see about the entire withdrawal of 
Belgian capital, as well as Belgian 
management, from the Yteh-Han, or 
Canton-Hankow Railway. 

‘The Regulations 

for the Registration of Trade Marks, 
drawn up by Sir Robert Hart, have been 
made the subject of a special memorial 
by the Shaugpu to the Throne and the 
Imperial sanction is expected almost 
immediately.

How Russians treat Chinese in 
Manchuria 

A Mukden letter has the following, 
which we translate:—On the 2nd of 
August Majors Chang Kuo-ching and 
Chao Fu-hui, commanding two squadrons 
of the Tartar-General Tséng Chis 
mounted police, left Mukden with their 
two squadrons for a place called Huang- 
shantse, in hilly country some miles east 
of Mukden. They intended to capture 
bandits, having heard that a body of 
them had been seen in that vicinity. 
Instead of meeting mounted bandits the 
policemen were surrounded by a large 
body of Cossacks, whoatonce proceéded to 
disarm them, taking away also the ponfes, 








in Shanghai learning of the destination of 


saddles, and kit from the cowardly Man- 


chu policemen. The Cossacks charged 
the Manchus with being mounted bandits, 
or Hunghutse, and the policemen sub- 
mitted to being disarmed and buffeted 
about, and flogged at random with the 
terrible Cossack knotted whips, without a 
murmur or attempt to resent their 
rough treatment. Had the true Hung- 
hutse been met by these Cossacks, the 
latter would really have thought thrice 
before attempting to maltreat these noted 
bandits, who on the other hand would 
be the last to submit to disarmament, 
even when surrounded by a superior force, 
The lamblike qualities of these Manchu 
policemen were a sufficient guarantee 
to the Russiaus that they were the Tartar. 
General Tséng Chi’s “braves,” and no 
other. These brave policemen wore at the 
time of writing still held under guard by 
the Russians, in spite of ‘Tsing Chi's 
abject prayers that his “braves” should 
be released and their arms (quick-fring 
carbines) i ed to thom—" at 
's early convenience.” 
The letter further goes on to state that, 
“under instructions” from the Russian 
General commanding at Mukden and 
vicinity, the Tartar-General Tseng Chi 
has issued a proclamation to the people 
that wherever the Russians are encamped 
Chinese are commanded to abstain from 
looking at their camps or approaching 
them, under pain of being shot by the 
Russian sentries whenever soon,

The Raid on Kaopangtse. 

The following is the version of tho 
Chinchou correspondent of the “ Sinwén- 
pao” regarding the raid of the Hung- 
hutse bandits upon a train at Kaopangtso, 
which incident was also reported in 
these columns yesterday morning. ‘The 
bandits are styled “Chinghutso,” or 

‘kk beards, by the correspondent, who 
tes that they recognised amongst the 
crowd at the Kaopangtso station a couple 
of men who formerly were interproters 
for a Russian regiment of troops but wore 
now suspected of acting as spies for thoir 
employers. As tho foreigners at the 
station prevented tho bandits from killing 
the suspects on tho spot. tho latter were 
afterwards captured by tho bandits near 
Hsinmintun and slain thore. 


The Army Reorganisation Scheme. 

A dispatch from Peking reports that 
H. E. Tich Liang, Vico-President of tho 
Board of War and Assistant High Com. 
missioner of the Army Reorganisation 
Department, who had a special audience 
of the Throne on Saturday, the 14th in. 
stant (as reported in these columns 
yesterday morning), is expected to leave 
Poking for Tientsin en route for Shanghai 
Soochow, and Yangtze ports this after- 
noon or to-morrow morning. As may 
be remembered his Excellency has been 
appointed to make a special inspection 
first of the troops of the five provinces of 
Kiangsu, Anhui, Kiangsi, Hunan and 
Hupeb, and the arsonals, dockyards, and 
big gun foundries, ‘and ‘small arms fac- 
tories of these five provinces, tur 
which be will visit Honan and 
Shantung provinces on his return journey 
to Peking. This is another proof that 
the central Government is in thorough 
earnest in reorganising the Chinese 
Army and putting it on a serviceable 
footing for the defence of the Empiro. 
H. E. Tieh Liang is a Manchu, has this 
Army reorganisation scheme very much 
at heart, aud is thoroughly in earnost 




















about it. In fact he has so far been the 
ife and spirit of the movement; by 
his energy and pushfulness he has gaiva- 
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nised into vigilance not only his colleagues 
Prince Ching (the President) and Vice- 
roy Yuan Shih-k'ai (Vice President ), 
put also the Empress Dowager and 
Emperor, and tho Grand Councillors, 
with the present result that his Excel- 
lency is personally to inspect the military 
resources of the central provinces and 
report upon them to the Throne, so 
as to put this Army Reorganisation 
Scheme into immediate form. His Ex- 
collency will be accompanied by # suite of 
seven’ or eight, including some military 
officors who have been educated in the 
Military Acadomies of Japan. Indeed, 
there is reason to believe that the 
Chinese Army of the futuro will be almost 
entirely remodelled after the Japanese 
system. 


Insurrection in Szechuai 

‘A Chéngtu, capital of Szechuan pro- 
vinco, dispatch reports that the Tibetans 
on the western borders of Szechuan 
having combined with the aboriginal 
Minotse tribes in their vicinity have 
started an insurrection in Ningyuan pre- 
fecture and have killed several of the. 
mandarins there. Viceroy Hsi Liang 
has sont the profect of Chéngtu with two 
battalions of troops to put down the 
insurrection. 


General Fu, : 
commanding the Ichang Military Cirouit 
of Hupeh province, has been denounced 
by Viceroy Chang Chih-tung on the 
charge of incapability, laziness, and in- 
ability to keep proper discipline amongst 
his troops. Tho General is also said to be 
responsible in part for the recent murder 
of tho R. C. missionaries and converts at 
Shihnan, and pending the Imperial Res- 
cripthe has had his of icial button removed 
‘at the order of Chang Chih-tung.

A VISIT TO THE 
ASKOLD. 


THE CRUISERS PITIABLE 
CONDITION. 


HER CREW CHEERFUL. 


Tho Russian cruiser Askold, from Port 
Arthur, arrived at the International Dock 
about half-past two on Saturday after- 
noon. She is not to be docked there ; tho 
more. commodions Cosmopolitan Dock 

being now prepared for her reception. 
Through the courtesy of Captain 
Grammatchikoff, the commander of the 
cruiser, a representative of this paper was 
enabled to make an inspection of the 
vessel soon after her arrival. It seemed 
to be almost impossible for any unauthor- 
ised person to board the cruiser, the 
armed sentry at the gangway answering 
with a stern “ niet” every request to be 
allowed so to do, no matter in what 
language the request might be presented. 
Tt only needed one to be for a few 
moments among th’e hundreds of men who 
crowded the decks to bo struck with the 
extraordinary spirit of cheerfulness and 
confidence that was apparent on every 
side, and this too, when considering the 
circumstances, it’ would not have been 
strange if a fecling of depression and 
gloom had prevailed. Most of the men 
appeared to be herlthy and strong and 
in the best of spirits, although ono could 
see here and there some with bowed 
heads and an absont-looking expression 
on their faces. Were they thinking of 
homes and loved ones in far away Russia? 
‘A kind word was responded 











Tt was pleasing to find that the 
bravery and resourcefulness of tho 
Japanese were appreciated by many of 
tho men. ‘J’aime beaucoup les Japon- 
ais,” said one of the executivo officers, 
“ils ont beaucoup de courage.” Many 
of the men have a smattering of English, 
French, or German, and it was possible 
through the medium of one or other of 
these languages to hold a more or less 
connected conversation. One and all 
seemed to have no misgivings as to the 
‘ultimate outcome of the conflict which 





had opened so. disastrously for their| 


fatherland. “It cannot be,” said one 
intelligent fellow, speaking in fairly good 
English, “that the great Russian land 
must fall down before little Japan. For 
every man who dies wo have another 
man; for every ship that is lost we have 
another ship, and somo day wo shall 
have the victory,” and such, in effect, 
seemed to be the way in which the mat- 
ter was regarded by most if not all of 
the men. In answer to the remark that 
Russia thus far appeared to have been 
having a very bad time the characteristic 


reply was made that it was “ Kismet,” 
and the general opinion seemed to be 
that it was by no means an undesirable 
thing to have to lay down one’s life for 
the fatherland. 

It appears that twelve men and 
one officer wore killed on the cruiser 
and about fifty wounded, many of 
them very severely. When one sees 
how the vessel has been knocked 
about, it is surprising that the casualties 
were not greater. The work of repairin, 
the vessel is going on night and day, an 
at midnight the crash of the hammers 
and the noise of the workmen could be 
hoard far across the river. It is the 
opinion of those who are competent to 
judge that the cruiser could be patched 
Sufliciently to enable her to go to sea in 
about ten days, but that to thoroughly 
overhaul her would require a month or 
six weoks. Tho men seemed to be under 
the impression that they would very soon 
be putting to sea once more again to try 
conclusions with the enemy. Some of the 
premises belonging to Farnham, Boyd & 
Co., at the Cosmopolitan Dock are, it is 
believed, being fitted up for the accom- 
modation of the officers if it should be 
found desirable for them to stay on shore 
while their ship is being repaired. 

An inspection of the vessel showed that 
the cruiser had been damaged as follows; 
The first and third smoke stacks had been 
riddled with billets from machine guns 
at the base on the superstructure deck. 
‘The after smoke stack had been cit in 
two and telescoped about half-way. from 
the top. The stack was only held in 
position by the guy ropes. An 8-inch 
armonr-piercing shell had entered the 
starboard bow, about two feet above the 
water line and lodged in the coal bunker. 
A 12-inch shell had exploded in tho 
starboard hammock netting amidship. 
Fragments of this shell had riddled and 
destroyed four metallic life-boats. An- 
other similar exploding shell had 
entered a stato room on the star- 
board quarter, and after cutting its 
way across the deck had exploded in the 
officors’ quarters on the port quarter. 
Needless to say that it had destroyed 
everything that it had come into contact 
with. 

‘A deck house om the superstructure 
under the forward bridge was fiddled 
with pieces of the shell that had ox- 
ploded in the forward smoke stack. The 
search lights on the vessel. had been 
damaged to such an extent that they 
were probably beyond repair. The 
torpedo netting is also bent, and in 
such a condition that it is practically 
useless. There is also very serious 
under-water damage, a torpedo having 
made a big hole through into one of the 
bunkers, but the vessel’s ongines and 
boilers are reported to be in good 
condition. 

‘The guns are missing from the sponsons 
amidships on each side of the vessel. It 
was surmised at first that these had been 
dismounted in action, but a moro likely 
| theory is that they wore removed for uso 
| in the fortifications at Port Arthur. 

‘The Askold, having come up river ou 
Saturday afternoon was moored to a 
jetty near the Cosmopolitan Dock. . Her 
‘damaged funnel was then removed and 
shortly before three o'clock yesterday, 

J when she was timed to go.into “dock, the 
foremost funnel was also lifted clear from 
its bed by the big shears. Large. num- 
bers of people weré on the wharf , when 
the Askold was towed off.’ Sho. was 
taken the short distance to the dock 
mouth by the tugs Victoria and. Kong- 
nam. Her bow was then made. fast, to 
two capstans by étout hawsels and the 
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tugs towed her stern round so as to bring. 
her into proper position to enter the 
dock. When her bow was facing the 
proper direction the hawsers attached to 
it were taken to capstans. further up. 
on the sides of the clock, and strong 
hawsers were brought from the stern, 
round booms on the ship’s side, and thon 
attached to steam capstens. All the cap- 
stans were then sot to work, and the huge 
vesse} began to move slowly inwards. Be- 
forevery long, however, the hawser on 
the port side of the stern snapped, and it 
took some minutes to replace it. The 
ship began to move slowly inwards again, 
but when about halfway in the tide had 
fallen so far that her bottom was scrap- 
ing the mud. It was found impossible to 
got her in further that tide so she was 
made fast where she was, and as the tide 
receded, settled gently on to the bottom, 
with a’ slight list to starboard. The 
Dock authorities got her in at half-past 
one this morning. 

Meanwhile Chinese mech: are 
hard at work repairing the injuries to 
her upper works. The badly damaged 
plates are being removed, and the wreck- 
age is being taken out. All boats except! 
one have boon deposited on the wharf. 
They seem to be all moro or less badly 
damaged, and will want a lot of patching 
up before they are seaworthy again. No 
visitors were allowed on board. Tho 
men seemed to have quite recovered 
their spirits, and from theirdemeanour one 
would hardly think thot they have been 
through several months of trying service. 
‘The poople who came down to see 
the vessel were anxious to obtain me- 
mentos in the shape of fragments: of 
shells but these were not easy to find. 
‘Tho first funnel which was taken down 
looked like so much brown paper. It was! 
riddled through and through, and the 
wonder is that it did not fall over 
sido on the voyage down. It was rather 
curious to see a number of Japanese 
sightseers come down shortly after the 
vessel had been made fast. ‘The Russians’ 
did not seom to resent thoir presence at 
all, but appeared to bo rather amused. 
‘Two fox-terriors on board seemed to think 
that a cruisor in war-timo'is not the best 
placo to be in, as they ma 
tie offorts to got down the gangway. Only 
‘one wounded man was to be seen on deck, 
and he had some slight i 
to the eye, A priest was occasionally 
seen walking up and down chatting with 
the officers and mon. His long flaxen 
hair, and black cassock looked strangely 
out of place on this ship of war. The

A.visit to the Russian cruiser Askold on 
Wodnesday afternoon showed that some 
500 men were at work and have been night 
and day, repairing the damaged vessel, 
Tho sontries aro keeping a vory close 
guard over the vessel. Outside oach of the 
torpedo. rooms armed men are on duty. 
Tho caps have, of course, been removed 
from the torpedoes. The stern refusal to 









allow anyone on board appears to be 
only relaxed when a party of Russian 
Indies, armed with cameras, apply for 


permission to visit the vessel. The Rus- 
sian officers, with unfailing courtesy, are 
always at their disposal, oven to’ the 
extent of allowing themsolves to be 
photographed by their fair visitors. 

One injury to the. vessel which seoms 
thus far to have excaped the observation 
of several lynx-eyed visitors is in the 
mainmast through which a shot has gone, 
evidently indicating that the Japs had 











been endeavouring to bring down the 
colours. What strikes om as being some- 
what peculiar about the appearance of the 
vessel is that there are no signs of there 
being any ammunition on board. It is 
being whispered that she has none, but 
that it is not particularly desired that 
this fact should be made known. 

‘Two new funnels are being made at 
‘the International Dock, the two taken 
from the vessel being too far damaged to 
be again made use of. ‘They are lying on 
the ground very close to where the Hsi- 
ping is at anchor. Close by, one of the 
steam launches of the Askold, rathor 
badly damaged, is being repaired. If 
some enterprising individual could secure 
the remains of these two funnels he 
might be able to make a small fortune by 
cutting them up and disposing of them to 
some souvenir-hunters say at one dollar 
per piece. At any rate many bright dollars 
‘are finding their way into the pockets of 
the Russian sailors in return for small 
fragments of shell, hat ribbons with tho 
ship’s name on them, and such like 
objects of interest. ‘The enterprising 
Celestial has not been backward in com- 
ing forward, metaphorically speaking, nor 
do the heavy showers of rain and strong 
winds which have prevailed have any 
appreciable offect in damping his ardour 
in the disposal of miscellaneous objects 
of beauty or utility to the men of the 
Russian vessel. Amidst the miscellaneous 
aébris all around, the bent plates, the 
twisted pioces of iron, the broken articles 
of every description, the Chinese have 
spread their wares on the damp ground, 
and a smile of satisfaction may be 
observed on their faces as they part 
with their goods to the unsuspecting 
Muscovite at several times their real value. 
Boots and shoes, Chinese clothes, tooth- 
brushes, ginger beer and lemonade, cakes 
and fruit, tinned milk and jam 
every description of cheap finery, may 
be seen for salo, and the sailors appear 
to have quite forgotton their recent 
trying experiences in their delight in 
acquiring some of the pretty objects (at 
two or threo times their real value) 
which are exhibited for Linguistic 
difficulties do not seem to present any 
serious obstacles to the flourishing trade 
that is going on. Pantomimic gestures 
and the exhibition of the coin in 
juxtaposition to the article desired is in 
nine cases out of ton all that is required 
to bring the matter to a satisfactory 
conclusion to both 

And to complete the picture, one’ 
eyes rest every now and then upon the 
light-haired priest of the Greok Church 
in his black flowing robes, as he wanders 
here and there, evidently in a meditative 
mood, shepherding his flock, and the huge 
black’ fox terrier, his inseparable com- 
panion, follows contentedly behind.

Newohwang, 8th August. 
Dean Dr. RickaRp,—We lost no time 





in bringing the International Red Cross 
and Refugee Aid Society and its various 


operations under the notice of the Japan- 
ese authorities here, and it will be agree- 
able to you to know that they exprossod 





unqualified appreciation of its work. ‘The 
Red Cross hospital has been visited both 
by the naval and military officials and 
they aro taking advantage of its hospital- 
ity with gratitude. 

We have not heard from Dr. Westwater 
for some time, and as you may suppose 
we are waiting with anxiety to hear how 
it has fared with our friends in Lisoyang 
during this time of stress and dreadful 
strain. But we may rest assured that 
their hands have been full of good works 
on behalf of the natives suffering from 
the war. It would seem as if all com- 
munication was now cut off, and we are 
glad to think that we were able to 
establish relations with Liaoyang and to 
send substantial help before the cordon 
was complete. And when communica- 
tions are reopened we may rest assured 
that Dr. Westwater and those associated 
with him will be able to give a good 
account of the work done for tho wound- 
ed and other sufferers in that neigh- 
bourhood. 


From Mukden Mr, Inglis writes that 
«refugees are coming in from the seat of 
{war, and in all probability within the 
{next few wocks he will be ablo to aid 
in the work of relief there. 
In Kaiyuan Dr. Muir has beon recoiv- 
ing numbers of wounded Chinese soldiers 
and civilians into the hospital, for the 
part casualties of a’ guerilla 
between Chinese soldiers and 
banditti_in tho region north of Kai- 
yuan, Dr, Muir is also proparing a 
hostel to receive refugees from the nu- 
merous villages scattored over tho lino 
of advance and retreat betwoon ‘Ticling 
and the district north of Kaiyuan. 

‘As you aro aware our offorts in aid of 
refugees have hitherto beon confined to 
receiving into our hostol here, and trans- 
porting to their homes, in other parts of 
China, those who were escaping from the 
war zone. We havo made strict oxamin 
tion of each case, and although no doubt 
our charity has been imposed upon in 
some instance there is no manner of 
doubt that the vast majority of those 
who have been thus assisted fairly belong 
to the category,—homeloss in Manchuria 
and without means of livelihood. ‘The 
number so assisted by the Nowchwang 
committee has been 4,250. We have 
given thom sheltor for a day or two, and 
sent them off in batches of sixty or 
cighty at a time. In addition to this 

have been to give temporary 
shelter to some 250 women and childron 
from villages within a twonty-mile 
radius, who were driven from their homes 
by Russian soldiory. We had them for 
a period of three weoks under our care ; 
and now that the dangor is past thoy 
have returned to their villages in peace, 
and most gratefal for the shelter afforded 
them. 

And now we believe the time has como 
when the efforts of the society must be 
turned in a new direction. ‘The war has 
moved past our doors. The region south 
of Haichéog is comparatively peaceful. 
The harvest soason is coming on when 
labour will be in demand. The trade of 
the port may be expected to revive 
under Japanese occupation. And in 
view of these considerations it has boon 
decided to continue free transportation 
from the port only to women and 
children, aged and infirm men, or those 
otherwise unable to earn a livelihood.

THE ASKOLD AT SHANGHAL 





HER APPEARANCE DESCRIBED. 
13th August. 

Tho dispersal of the fleet at Port 
Arthur has once again brought Shanghai 
within the war area, a different’ thing 
from the aroa of hostilities. Excitement 
on the Bund and in the Settlement yestor- 
day recalled the early days of February, 
when the presence of the armed Mand- 
jour gave us a share in the moving events 
of the time. Before noon yesterday the 
report was current that four Russian 
war-vessels, three cruisers and a destroyer, 
had been seen off the Saddles, and while 
that rumour was awaiting confirmation, 
torpedo-boat-destroyer fiying the blue 
cross came steaming up the Huangpu 
‘and took up moornings just below Poo- 
tung point, in close proximity to two 
U.S. destroyers. 

‘Tho arrival was the Grozovoi, a twin- 
screw boat of 300 tons, 5,000 ih, 
and a speed of 28 knots, launched in 
1900 at Havre, carrying two torpedo- 
tubes, one twolve-pounder and five 
three-pounder guns. Her appearance 
was, as might be expected, extromely 
woathor-beaten, her sides rusty, netting 
torn and twisted, and her sailors looking 
though they had all been living in the 
stoke-hold for months. There were 
not, however, apparent any marks of 
injury to her hull, and she appeared to 
bo in fighting trim, if not exactly spick 
and span, Her flag was marvelously 
cloan and looked like a new one, as did 
‘a small pennant flying from the single 
mast. 

‘A more important vessel arrived later 
in the afternoon at Woosung. This was 
tho five-funnelled fast cruiser Askold, 
woll-known here before the war broke out, 
but now presenting a lamentably changed 
appoarance. She dropped anchor out- 
side the Spit buoy about half-past four. 
Sho reports having lost a lieutenant and 
cleven men killed and has fifty men 
wounded. 

‘An observer on @ passing vessel gives 
the following description of her; 
Port side one gun dismounted. Hole 
in water lino on port side under gang- 
way. Starboard side, one plate screwed 
‘on over another eight fet above water 
liv, also another hole near gangway on 
starboard side covered with canvas, shell 
gone through to the other side. Star- 
board between fore and main masts, 
rathor forward, shell gone in three feot 
above waterline. Fifth funnel away close 
to deck. All funnels riddled with shell 
holes. 

‘No confirmation had been received last 
night in regard to the three vessels at 
the Saddles, but as the cruisors of the 
Port Arthur squadron are understood to 
have received orders to make southward 
thoro is no inherent improbability in the 
statement. ‘The presence of the Askold 
at Woosung goes to confirm it, and the 
other two may possibly include the 
Diana. 

Up to last night it was uncertain what 
steps will be taken in regard to the 
Russian vessels in port. It is understood 
that application for their departure or 
disarmament has already been made to 
tho Chinese authorities.

Reports as to the sort of fighting at 
Port Arthur, on the land side are coming 
through. The *Chefoo Daily News* 
translates from the “Novi Krai” an 
account of the engagements on 
the 26th and 27th July, when the 
Russians won the day, repulsed the 
Tapanese,—and then retired. “We 
have space only for the following : 

“The second day of the fight was clear 
and quiet. The persistent enemy kept 
up a constant artillry fire, the awe- 
inspiring shells whizzing over Lunwantan 
valley at Prince Tscheidse and Captain 
Skrydloff batteries. The firing of the 
enemy cannot be heard, but the detona- 
tion caused by the exploding shells can 
be clearly distinguished from # ian 
batteries. What will be the result of it ? 

“Thank God! on the batteries the 
skilful management of the officers 
reduces “to a minimum the losses in 
the hell of fire and hailstorm of iron 
in which these forts have been 
enveloped for forty-eight long weary 
hours. The enemy’s batteries of twenty- 
four guns have hurled a constant fire of 
shrapnel at our entrenchments. ‘The

The work of repairing ‘the Askold pro- 
ceeds apace, but no definite decision has 
yet been come to in regard to her future 
movements. The proper course ap- 
parently would have been observed had 
the Chinese authorities, immediately on 
the Askold’s arrival, ‘sent a qualified 
expert aboard to determine the minimum 
time in which she could’ be made soa- 
worthy.

That course was not 
taken and the conseqitence is a somewhat 
dificult problem which has not yet been 
solved. 

Admiral Togo's brief telegram in rogard 
to the Pallada-type vessel that he now 
understands to have been torpedoed and 
sunk in the engagement of last Wodnes- 
day would seem to account for the only 
large vessel of the Port Arthur fleot 
whose whereabouts had been a mystery. 
The Diana, the only sister-ship of tio 
Pallada in the Far East, is supposed to 
have made good her retreat into Port 
Arthur, and as the Pallada has not been 
reported since, the conclusion tobe drawn 
from Admiral Togo's information is 
obvious. The Pallada, Diana and Aurora, 
the last named of which started 
for the Far East at the beginning 
of the year, but turned back’ when 
war broke out, were built to tho 
same pattern, as commerce destroyers, 
and the Pallada was the newest of the 
throo. She was laid down at Galornii Is. 
land, St. urg, in August 1899, 
She was steel-sheathed and coppored, 
three-serewed and threo-funnolled. Hor 
displacement was 6,630 tons, her i. h. p. 
11,600 and sho was’ of 20 knots’ spool, 
She was fitted with Belleville boilers, Hor 
protection was; Harveyed stool armour 
for the deck 14 to 2) inches thick, 4} 
inch shields for her six-inch guns, and four 
inch armour for her hoists. "The conning- 
tower was protected by G-inch armour, 
Her armament was eight 6-inch quick. 
firers, twenty-two 12-pounders, ight 
smaller quickfirers and machine guns, and 
four torpedo tubes above water, 

The slowness with which the dotails of 
the great battle are becoming known 
proves how dificult it is in « naval fight 
under modern conditions for the rival 
fleets to ascertain what damage they are 
inflicting ou their enemy or even what 
they are sustaining themselves. And yet 
some of our men-of-war are still fitted 
with rams, whose only chance of being 
destructive is when peaceful manconvres 
aro in progress. 

In giving judgmont and releasing tho

released. The goods released consisted 
of woollen cloth, samples of merchandise, 
English white shirts, black cotton calico, 
grey Bombay yarn, green tea, sundry 
goods, wheels, ‘white cotton yarn, and 
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The Japanese Government, says the 
“Japan Daily Mail,” has taken a very 
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generous measnre with regard to the 
British subjects who lost their lives when 
the ill-fated Hitachi Maru was sunk. In 
addition to bestowing on Captain Camp- 
bell the Fifth Class Order of the Rising 
Sun, and on Messrs. Glass and Bishop 
the Sixth Class, it has been decided that 
the following sums shall be paid to their 
families, namely, 5,000 yen in the case of 
Captain Campbell, 4,500 yen in the case 
of Mr. Glass and 4,000 yen in the case of 
Mr. Bishop. The special sanction of the 
Emperor had to be obtained for this pur- 
pose, as will be understood when we say 
that the sum paid to Captain Campbell's 
family is equal .to that which would be 
paid to the family of a Japanase. Major- 
General killed in action, and Mr. Bishop's 
people get as much as the family of a 
Japanese Colonel would receive. AJapan- 
eso subject acting as master, chief engi- 
ner, or chief officer of a Japanese trans- 
port'in similar circumstances would cost 
the State only 1,400 yen. In addition to 
the ubove, the family of each of the de- 
coased officers receive 30 months’ salary 
in full from the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, 
which Company in this instance acts with 
all the liberality that has invariably dis- 
tinguished it. 

‘Two telegrams were received on the 9th 
Aug. at the Tokio office of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha to the effect that on the 7th 
Mr. Yanaga, the purser, and thirteen of 
the crew of the Sado Maru, and Captain 
Higo and sixty-six of the crew of the 
steamer Idzumi Mara have arrived at 
Tomsk as prisoners. 

‘The lively letters of our correspondent 
“Bsson Third” in regard to matters 
Corean, make it evident that it is not 
easy going for the Japanese in the 
Hermit Kingdom, although the land re- 
clamation scheme apparently has reached 
the practical stage. ‘The restless state of 
tho country is a direct encouragement to 
the Cossack raids, of which there was 
another, on a very small scale however, 
last week, Commenting on an earlier one 
the “ Japan Daily Mail” points out that 
tho mere presence of these Cossacks 
among them is more convinein to the 
simple-minded Coreans than any informa- 
tion they may receive of Japanese victories 
atadistance, ‘The rapid dispersal of the 
last body of raiders should Nave a 
correspondingly beneficial effect for the 
Japanese, 

‘Tho naval engagements, and Shanghai's 
own participation in the following events, 
havo somewhat taken attention from 
‘Tokio, and now that the war correspond 
onts havo been allowed to leave the 
Tapanese capital and the Viadivostock 
cruisers are no longer hanging about 
‘Tokio bay, the Mikado's city must be a 
dull place. The “Saturday Review” has 
moantime discovered the “true and 
authentic wisdom” of the Japanese in 
rotaining the correspondents in the 
capital. It was not because they could 
not be trusted in the field, that of course ; 
but because they, or some of them, were 
wanted at Tokio as advisers at 
hoadquarters. It was Mr. Bennett 
Burleigh who let it out in a letter which 
the “Saturday” quotes. “As soon,” 
he wrote, “as the result of Kinchou was 
known, preparations were made on a large 
seale for pouring moro troops into the 
Liaotung Peninsula and Manchuria, I 
have been pressing that matter asa wise 
precaution. . . . for some time, and I 
was glad to see that on the 27th and 28th, 
and since, the transports were again busy 
ferrying ttoopsandstores.” The “ Satur- 
day” goes on to remark: “It does not 
even strike him as remarkable that a 
newspaper correspondent from a nation 
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conspicuons for muddling its army 
arrangements should be accepted as 
counsellor-in-chief by a nation made 
famous in a few months for the precision 
of its strategy. It is some compensation 
to a correspondent who is kept locked up 
some thousands of miles from the front 
to exert such influence.” 

It is worth noting that practically all 
the correspondents, those representing 
British, as well asthose attached to foreign 
newspapers, who are watching the war as 
near as they can get to it on the Russian 
side, have spoken of the excellent 
working of the Siberian railway. One of! 
the latest accounts tells of the construc- 
tion of extensive sidings at intervals of 
every few miles between Liaoyang and 
Mukden, to facilitate rapid transit both 
of troops and war material, and it men- 
tions that reinforcements were reaching 
General Kuropatkin at the rate of sixteen 
trains daily. These statements lead the 
“Kobe Herald” to believe that the 
Russian Commander-in-Chief may have a 
larger army with him than has been sup- 
posed and that his peculiarly pessimistic 
reports hare been set about with the 
object of taking the Japanese at a di 
advantage by surprising them ‘The cau- 
tious advance of the Japanese armies, 
from whom practically nothing has been 
heard since the occupation of Haichéng, 
scarcely indicates, however, that they are 
going to walk into a trap, even suppos- 
ing one to be set.

There is not much fresh to record as 
touching the war locally. In regard to 
the Askold the only progress is in ro- 
spect of the repairs, concorning which a 
special account appears in another 
column. The negotiations drag on, but 
thore is very little reason to. believe that 
the cruiser will leave the port, though it 
may be some time before the Russian 
authorities consent to disarm hei 
Everything points to a repetition of 
the wearisome Mandjour incident. 

The C. N. 8. Chiuhua arrived last 
evening from he north, and Captain 
Cowan reports an unusually interesting 
trip. On the day of the great . naval 
battle, the ‘10th August, the Chinhua 
was leaving Chefoo and distinctly heard 
the heavy firing though those on board 
saw wothing actually of the fightix 
‘The incident of the Reschitjolnij oceurred 
in the interval before the Chinhua re- 
turned to Chefoo, but was still the sub- 
ject of chief excitement, when she arrived 
back. At Tsingtao the Chinhua lay in 
the inner harbour almost alongside the 
Czareviteh, the disarming of which had 
already commenced. ‘The torpedo-boats 
and destroyer were also being disarmed. 
Forty miles south of Tsingtao on Tueslay 
theChinhua sighted four Japanese cruisers 
and four torpedo-destroyers, the squa- 
dron which had been reported outside 
the port. ‘They signalled her to stop im- 
mediately, and the Kasagi, a two-funnelled 
20-knot, protected cruiser came close 
alongside. She was in marvellously 
clean condition, as though she had been 
recently in harbour and bore no trace of 
having taken part in last Wednesday's 
severe fighting, although it was stated 
that she had her share in it. The officer 
who came .on board the Chinhua asked 
questions as to the Russian vessels in 
Tsingtao, and having learned what he 
wished to know released the steamer 
after an inspection of her papers. The 
delay only lasted half an-hour. From 
that point the rest of the journey to 
Shanghai was uneventful. 

The coming south of this Japanese 
squadron which has since been reported 



























dicates most probably an attempt to 
cut off the Novik, which is believed, to be 
trying to make her way entirely round 
Japan and so to Viadivostock. 

We learn on very good authority that 
there is no truth whatever in the story 
that General Stoossel’s wife escaped 
from Port Arthur to Chefoo on the 
Rechitjelnij. One lady certainly arrivod, 
but she was the wife of the chief 
engineer of the torpedo-boat, who had 
obtained special leave to bring her 
across from the beleaguered citadel. 

‘The agents of the Indo-China Naviga- 
tion Company (Messrs. Jardine Matheson 
& Co.) have applied for a Naval Court” 
of Inquiry to be held into the loss of 
their steamer “Hipsang,” and thus the 
full and accurate story of her fate is 
likely to be made public before very 
long. The narrative will almost certainly 
differ very materially from the cireum- 
stantial stories that have been circulated, 
and which we have the best of reasons 
to believe originated from none of 
the foreigners on board the Hipsang 
when she was sunk. 

‘Although little has transpired during 
the past week as to the progress of the 
attack on Port Arthur, all the indications 
are that the ‘crisis cannot be long dle- 
layed. We now have from St. Petersburg 
a heavy casualty roll given out officially a8 
the result. of the fighting on the two days 
before the fleet emerged to such disaster. 
The reply was expected to be made ye 
terday to what will probably be the last 
offer of terms of capitulation, and as ‘it 
is almost certain that the garrison 
would reject any invitation to sur- 
render, the general assault is most likely 
proceoding. Latest nows yesterday from 
Chefoo was that heavy firing had again 
beon heard by passing steamers that 
morning. 

‘The following dispatch, dated Linoyang, 
22nd July, appears in the Seattle “ Daily 
News”: In the course of an intoresting 
interview had with him in tho hospital 
here by an Associated Press correspor 
dent, General Rennonkamph, who wi 
recently wounded while reconnoitring a 
Japanese position, coolly criticised the 
Tapanese shooting as not up to the mark, 
and said the Japanese rely on the 
quantity of their fire. The general declar- 
ed that the Japanese are overslow and 
cautious. ‘This criticism inay be some- 
what discounted, however, by the fact 
that General Rennenkamph’ himself is 
one of the boldest and most dashing 
commanders in the Russian army. 
General Rennenkamph pays the highest 
tribute to the engineering skill of the 
Japanese. Their fortifications, he said, 
are marvels of completeness and are 
well constructed, located, and masked. 
They freely use field telephones con- 
necting their batteries, and have excel- 
lent maps, many of which have been 
captured, on which ranges aro marked. 
“The Japanese is a cunning and dan- 
gerous foe,” said General Rennenkamph, 
“Dut he is not awful. He is a slave to 
system, lacking the necessary dash and 
willingness to take chances that would 
make him a formidable foe.”

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CIVILISATION AND 
BARBARISM IN 
RESPECT OF INTER- 
NATIONAL LAW.

Authorities on international law in 
‘Western countries very often repeat the 
word “civilisation” or “barbarism,” 
when writing of international relations, 
but none of them has ever given an 
authoritative definition of these ter 
For instance, Dr. Lawrence i 
“ Handbook of Public Intern: 
p. 4. “that it is peculiar to civilised peo- 
plo; but the exact amount of civilisation 
necessary cannot be reduced to dofini- 
tion,” while Prof. Westlake argues in the 
following manner :—“A country which 
has such systematic force as smoothly 
to exercise Consular jurisdiction, and 
whose rulers are enabled to understand 
tho principles of different civilisations shall 
be called a civilised country, though it 
y not be the real European civilis 
tion (Westlake, p. 102-103—the Equality 
of States in Civilisation). 

‘This definition is, I boliove, quite right, 
but Prof Westlake adds ‘a civilised coun- 
try according’to international law is one 
which enjoys European civilisation,” and 
justifies the statement on the ground that 
international law has been developed in 
Europe.” é 

Howover, this view was rojected by the 
groat majority of the Comiittoes of the 
“ Institute of International Law” in 1900, 
which finally declared that so-called 
civilised countries shall not necessarily 
be limited to European countries. 

If wo discriminate civilisation from 
barbarism meroly by the physical develop- 
ment of acountry or a nation, what degree 
of the improvement of its trade, agricul- 
ture, and industry is required to claim to 
bo a civilised country or nation? In some 
rospects Chinese aris are more ingenious 
than those of Japan, while the commercial 
abilities possessed by the Chinese are not 
necessarily inferior to those of Westerners, 
yet China has not beon recognised as a 
more civilised country than Japan or than 
European countries. If again, we try to 
discriminate by the improvement of 
individual morality, this will be almost 
impossible as, though the origin of mor- 
ality might bo similar to that of trath, 
yet in ils subdivision each country has 
different meanings in accordance with its 
religion, manuers,customs, or State affai 
‘The nations which have studied the prin- 
ciples of Greek or Latin classics are not 
necessarily civilised, while others who 
respect the doctrine of the Chinese or 
Indian philosophers cannot be said on 
that account to be barbarian. 

‘Then, what sort of standard shall be 
taken to discriminate civilisation from 
1 as fur as international law 
noerned ? I believe that so-called 
civilisation or barbarism under interna- 
law is not to be decided by merely 

ividual morality or the external forms 
of a country, but by whether a country 
asa whole indeed respects international 
regulations, formalities, and morality. 
Though nothing would be more autho- 
ritative, regarding the valuation of Japan, 
than the endorsement of Prof. Holland, 
that “Japan has conformed to the 
laws of war, both in her treatment 
of the enemy and in her relation 
to neutrals in a manner worthy of 
the most civilised nation of Western 

























































Europe” (Holland's Studies in Interna- 
tional Law. p. 116), yet it would be well 
to leave the -facts to the criticism of the 
world. 

Now, it will be interesting to judge 
Russian actions in the present war from 
the fundamental standpoint above-men- 
tioned. To begin with, Russia evidently 
offended azainst international law when 
Prince Cyril, Admiral Alexeieff, and his 
staff escaped from Port Arthur under the 
Red Cross flag. At the battle of Nan- 
shan some of her batteries stayed the 
Japanese fire by flying the white flag and 
m: a great number of soldiers of 
the Ist Division thereby; while at 
Teblisze a Russian cavalry force escaped 
the Japanese fire by flying a Japanese 
fiag. Other barbarous instances are too 
many to reckon here, but none of them 
will necessitate explanations as a man 
‘of common sense will easily comprehend 
them. 

More complicated and more interest- 
ing questions arise in connection with 
Russia’s naval actions, especially in her 
exercise of the right of search and 
seizure towards Japaneso vessels as well 











the action of the Russian fleet, it will be 
well to decide upon what sort of ship shall 
be subjected to seizure and what sort to 


destruction. First, the lawful seizures, 
recognised in the Maritime Internationa 
Law, aro discriminated into two main 
class 
A—Enomy’s vessels. 
(a) Vessels owned by the enemy. : 
(b) Neutral vessels protected by the 
enomy’s warships, or chartered by his 
government, etc. (seven cases are pointed 
out in tho Japanese Prize Law). 
B—Noutral vessel 
(a) Vessols carrying contraband goods. 
(b) Vessels carrying prohibited dis- 
patches. 
(c) Vessels carrying prohibited persons. 


Tho above vossols shall be subject 
to seizure, but in actually applying the 
Prizo Law thero aro different restrictions 
according to the sorts of vessels, and 
they are more complicated. 

1.—The vessel owned by the enemy's 
government or the enemy is to be 
tured, taken to the Prize Court, but, if 
circumstances will not allow that ‘course, 
can be destroyed. And such vessel is to 
bo formally condemned as a prize 
(the Japanese Prizo Law Arts 2, 7, 22, 
Lushington’s Naval Prize Law 155, 101; 
Holland’s Naval Prizo Laws 19, 304). 

2.—Noutral vessels protected by the 
onomy aro to be captured, taken to the 
Prize Court, similarly to tho enemy's 
vessels, and formally condemned as prizes 
(the Japanese Prize Law Art. 2, No. 4; 
Lushington 255 ; Holland §19). 

3.—Vessels chartered by the enemy's 
government are to be captured, taken to 
the Prize Court, like the enemy's vessels, 
and formally condemned as prizes. 

(The Japanese Prize Law Art. 1 No. 1; 
Lushington §289, 453). 

—Noutral vessels carrying contraband 
of war are to be captured, taken to the 
Prize Court, or released after only the 
goods have been captured or sold.. In some 
cases, both the vessel and the goods are 
to be captured, or only the vessel released. 
After all the neutral vessel carrying the 
contraband is not necessarily captured. 
(Tho Japanese Prize Law Art. 5, 20; 
Lushington $100; Actaeon, 2 Dod. 48; 
John, 2 Dod ; 336 Felicity, '2 Dod. 336; 
Holland $304. Loucade Spinks, 238.) 

5.—Neutral vessels carrying prohibited 
despatches are to be captured and necessa- 
rily taken to the Prize Court as the in- 
fringement of laws. 























In some cases such ships are to be con- 
demned as prizes. (The Japanese Prizo 
Law Art. 7.; Lushington §261, $205; 


Holland §100 §105.) 

(6) Neutral vessels carrying prohibited 
persons are to be captured, necessarily 
taken to the Prize Court, as'an infringe- 
ment of the laws. Such vessels aro 
generally condemned as prizes. (The 
Japanese Prize Law Art. 7; Lushington 
$192, §196 ; Holland $91, $95 ; Orozembo, 
6c, Rob 430.) 

There are two different principles re- 
garding the case and sort of merchant- 
ship which a belligerent war-vessel is 
allowed to destroy in time of war. 

The English system puts restrictions 
on the case and the sort, while the resolu- 
tion of the “Institute of International 
Law,” the vice-chairman of which was 
Do Martens of Russia, has extended the 
j limit. 

Arts, 100 and 101 of Lushington’s Prize 
Law which have been specially drawn for 
| the naval officers of Groat Britain read 

as follows 

Art. 100. “If the surveying officers 
report that the captured vessel cannot 
bo taken to the port where there is a 
Prize Court, and that a crew cannot be 
spared to take her to such port, the com- 
mander of that war-vessel shall, without 
ordering the payment of ransom, release 
the vessel and tho cargo aboard. This 
does not applé to vessels owned by tho 
enemy.” 

At. 101L—If there is strong evid- 
encer that tho vessel is owned by tho 
enomy, tho commander of the war-vessel 
shall, after removing the crew, papers, 
and, if possible, all the cargo’ aboard, 
destroy the captured vessel” (retranslated 
from the Japanese translation). 

Dr. Holland similarly stipulates in his 
Prize Law which has been compiled for 
tho Naval Court (Holland p16 and $304). 

‘Tho Japanese Prize Law stipulates as 
follows 





















, unable to navigate 
to the port mentioned in Art. 1 (port 
where there is the Prize Court) or the 
commander of the war-vessel cannot send 
@ sufficient number of sailors for the 
navigation of the vessol, or it is feared 
the cargo-aboard may deteriorate before 
it arrives at the port mentioned in Art. 
18, he may take the vessel to the nearest 
port and moderately dispose of it. 

In such case the commander of the 
war-vessel shall, electing the most suitable 
surveyors amongst the crew, and after 
bidding them to examine her make a 
record of the examination, and record 
minutely all the proceedings which 
are to be sent to the Prize Court. 
In this case if it is proved that tho 
captured vessol did not belong to the 
enemy, the commander, after confiscating 
the contraband, shall release her. 

Art. 22.—If a vessel owned by tho 
enemy's government cannot be taken to 
a port where there is a Prize Court the 
commander of the war vessel shall do- 
stroy her after removing the crew, papers 
and, if possible, all the cargo aboard. 

As the above articles prove, Great 
Britain allows to be dostroyed only a 
vessel owned by the enemy (including the 
enemy’s government) while Japan allows 
similar proceeding only for a vessel owned 
by the enemy’s government, and also tho 
cases are limited. 

However, the Prize Law decided 
upon by the “Institution of Inter- 
national Law” in 1882 does not put 
restrictions as the laws above mentioned, 
but it runs as follows :— 

Art. 50.—The captor may destroy 
or sink the vessel captured under tho 
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following circumstances: Prior to the 
exercise of the sbove right all the 
crew shall ‘bo removed to the war- 
vessel, cargo aboard shall as satisfactorily 
as possible, be unloaded, and the com- 
mander of the capturing ship shall take 
charge of the documents of the vessel 
and of all other important things for the 
adjudication or the appeal in part of 
‘owners of cargo and the concerned. 

1—When the vessel cannot be kept 
float, due either to bad condition or 
stress of weather. 

2.—When the vessel cannot follow 
owing to inferior speed and it is feared 
she may be recaptured by the enemy. 

3,—When it is foared the vessel may be 
recaptured by the attack of the enemy in 
superior force. : 

—When, if sufficient crew were 
sent to the captured vessel from the war- 
vessel, the crew of the latter would be so 
depleted as to endangor its own safety. 

'5.—When a port to which the captured 
vessel may bo sont is unusually distant. 

I believe I have fully explained the 
general principles, and also quoted 
authentic stipulations regarding what 
sort of vessel is to be subjected to the 
right of seizure exorcised by belligerents 
and what sort to the right of destruction. 

‘Let me first'apply the principles above- 
mentioned to the Russian actions towards 
the Japanese vossols, the details of which 
it will be unnecessary to repeat here. 

The Nakonoura Maru, Hanyei Maru, 
Goyo Maru, Kinshu Maru, Hitachi Maru, 
and Sado Mara wore all enemy's vessels 
from the Russian point of view and 
conformably ought tobe subject to the 
right of seizure exercised by Russia. 

‘But it must not be forgotten that a 
vetsel which is to be seized is not 
necessarily to be subject to illegal 
destruction. De Martens, the dis- 
tinguished Russian authority on Inter- 
national Law, has given a definition of 
‘a prize, which is as follows :-— 

“The prize is the enemy's property 
which is sentenced by the Prize Court 
for the captor as one legally seized.” 
‘This definition seems insufficient as there 
may be property belonging to neutrals, 
which is to be condemned as contraband 
(seo the Russian Prize Law Art. 5), but 
both De Martons and the Russian 
Prize Law indicate that a prize 
shall on genoral principle undergo several 
formalities before confiscating or destroy- 
ing the same. 

‘Only in the following cases Russia 
allows, according to Art. 21 of her Prize 
Law, the destruction of vessels captured 
by her warship :— 

‘CWhon the preservation of a captured 
veosel appears impossible on account of 
her bad condition or entire worthlessness, 
the danger of her recapture by the 
enemy, oF the groat distance or blockade of 
portsor else onaccount of danger threaten- 
ing the ship which has made the capture, 
it is permissible for the commander, on 
is own responsibility, to burn or sink 
the captured vessel, after he has taken 
off all persons on board, as much of the 
cargo a8 possible, and arranged for the 
safety of the vessel's papers and any 
other object, which may be necessary for 
throwing light on the case atthe inquiry 
to be instituted in accordance. with the 
procedure in prize cases.” Russophiles 
vould plead for her that hee commanders 

roperly exerci jeir right in ac- 
poe med with the stipulat one ‘of the Rus- 
sian Prige Law as well as the resolution 
of the “Institute of the International 
Law.” I shall hereafter discuss the

‘Apropos, ignorant people have sup- 
posed that Newchwang was purely a 
Chinese port occupied by many hundreds 
of foreigners including the representa 
tives of nearly all European governments, 
with several hundreds of thousands of 
Ghinese who ordinarily draw their food 
supplies almost entirely from southern 
%;| ports ; therefore the prohibition of im- 
"| porting food-stuffs means absolute and 
unqualified starvation, and death. 

T see no necessity to answer such 
balderdash, but ask those who give it 
currency on what ground Russia has 
stationing her troops in a purely Chinese 
port—if it were indeed so? And why 
have none of them condemned the Ja- 
paneso occupation of Newchwang as 
fan infringement of international law? 
Whether goods carried by neutral vessel 
shall be treated as contraband or not is 
‘@ question betwoon a belligerent and 
its own Prize Court, and no neutrals 
fare, .as a general principle, entitled 
to bring forward objections regarding 
complications arising on a vessel which 
navigates under a neutral flag, but it is 
their duty to admit the views maintained 
between the belligerent and its Prize 
Gourt(see an essay of Dr. Holland, publish- 
ed in The Times,” 12th March, 1904.) 

‘Therefore anyone who ignorantly 
complains against the exercise of a right 
which only belligerents are entitled to 
enjoy, on the ground that ships and 
cargoes have invariably been cleared at s 
neutral Consulate and Customs, which is 
of course effective for only tho govern- 
ments and peoples that those Consulate 
nual Customs belong to, proves his com- 
plete incompetence to write on inter- 
national law. 

‘Thirdly, the outrage of the Vladivo. 
stock squadron towards the Knight Com- 
mander has also beon condemned by the 
British and American papers with a fow 
‘exceptions. 

By applying to the caso the stipula- 
tions already mentioned it is clear that 
the Russian action was barbarous. 

‘L—The Knight Commander was a 
neutral vessel which, according to recent, 
principles approved by civilised countries, 
could not be destroyed nor confiscated 
before the adjudication in the Prize 
Court was obtained, but merely captured 
if she had real or imaginary contraband 
on board. 

2.—As was said in the editorial 
of the “N.C. Daily Mews” on the last 
Wednesday of July, since the stoamer 
Arabia which was captured at the same 
timo as the Knight Commander, and 
which had tho same speed as the latter, 
‘as fat as I have ascertained at the agents’ 
here, was sent to Vladivostock, either 
of ‘the alternative stipulations in 
Art 50 of the Prize Law decided upon 
by tho “ Institute of International Law” 
or Art. 21 of the Russian Prize Law 
could have been applied. 
3.—Moreover the greatest attontion 
should be paid to the point whether the 
resolution of the “Institute of In- 
ternational Law” is quite in accord with 
the Maritime Laws which aro actually 
in force at the present moment or not. 
‘That belligerents shall be allowed to 
destroy. a neutral vessel under any cit- 
cumstances would seriously injure the 
interests of neutral Powers. It should 
be deemed as an unnecessary oxtension 
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of belligerent rights. Surely such 
a principle cannot be set up against 
Groat Britain which does ~ not 
approve the destruction of neutral 
vessols. These stipulations of the “ In- 
stitute of International Law” would 


hardly be recognised by civilised Powers, 
and accordingly they should not be 
adopted as real international law in foree. 

4.—The Russian Prize Law adopts the 
most arbitrary principles, such as en- 
trusting to the commanders of warships 
the full right of destroying captured 
vessels when the latter are deemed to be 
“worthless.” This may be taken as the 
sole reason to justify the actions of the 
Viadivostock squadron towards several 
Japanese morchantmen and the Knight 
Commander. Yet, the word “ worthless” 
is rather obscure, and to entrust wholly 
to the commander's judgment is really 
arbitrary. 

So if even the actions of the Vladivo- 
stock squadron might accord with the 
tyrannical Russian Prize Law since the 
latter wonld not be recognised by the 
Powers as international law, Great Britain 
and Japan should be entitled to attribute 
to Russia all responsibilities for her in- 
fringement of international regulations 
and morality. 

‘A. Rustophile has foolishly declar- 
ed that tho recent capture and sink- 
ing off the coast of Japan of the 
Knight Commander by the Russians was 
vory similar to the Kowshing case, The 
latéer caso can be justified from sevoral 
points, but nothing would be more simple 
than to apply the following facts to the 
principles alroady mentioned :— 

1.—The Kowshing was the enemy's 
vessel because, as Admiral Fromantle 
stated thereafter, the Chinese troops on 
board had violently stolen her from her 
Captain bofore both he and Captain Togo 
(tho gallant admiral of the presout war) 
could curry out an amicable procedure 

2.—Could it not bo said to be owned 
by the enomy and that sho was still an 
chomy vessel in nature because sho was 
chartorod by the Chinese Government as 
a transport, and also had been protected 
by a Chinoso warship. 

3.—Not even a single sailor could be 
“sont from the Naniwa, the Japanese war- 
ship, to the Kowshing becauso armed 
Chinose soldiers, numbering 1,100, wore 
threatening her captain and officers, aim- 
ing rifles at her from fear that the latter 
might yield. 

‘These three points fully justify the 
Japanese action ; no resemblanice between 
the cases of the Kowshing and Knight 
Commander exists whatever. ‘The Rus- 
sian action towards the latter i as tho 
“Times ” commented, no difference from 
sentencing a man to death after hanging 
him. 

Fourthly, with regard to the Reschit- 
jolnij incident, wo are still unable to get 
further particulars from the Japanese 
Government and ‘have only discropant 
Russian versions. It is not therefore the 
proper time to-discuss the matter at 
length, but the following points should be 
fully studied:— 

1—That an officer of a belligerent 
should go. aboard of his enemy’s ship 
after getting the consent of the latters 
captain, was not illegal even if the port 
whore the enemy’s ship was lying was 
neutral water. 

2—No matter what tho subject of 
the conference might be, that the captain 
should strike the Japanese officer and at 
last embracing the latter, go overboard, 
as he himself confessed, and that, as was 
proved by the report of the Japanese 
Minister for Foreign “Affairs, a Russian 




















officer should thrust down the Japanese 
interpreter into the sea, cannot be re- 
garded as a private duel but as open 
hostile action. 

3.—Asageneral principle, although fight- 
ing is not allowed in neutral water, since 
one of the belligerents opened the hostility 
the other is entitled to exercise the 
belligerent action as the “self-defence 
right ofthe State ;” and accordingly the 
‘consequence shall necessarily not be borne 
by the neutral State. 

4—In the regulations regarding land 
fighting it is stipulated that when belli- 
gent troops enter a neutral State the 
latter is responsible for the disarming of 
the former. However, in maritime in- 
ternational law not only is there no stipu- 
lation of this sort but on the contrary 
the neutral State is, as a general principle, 
responsible for ordering the belligerent 
war-vessel to go out within the twenty- 
four hours’ limit. 

5.—On land the soldier is the object 
of fight, so that a soldier whe has lost 
fighting power is not only protected even 
by his enemy, but his private estate is 
not, on principle, allowed to be cap- 
tured or destroyed. But on thesea, as 
even private ships are tobe captured or 
destroyed, the estate of the enemy is the 
principal object for the fight. Therefore 
it isstill unsettled but one of the greatest 
questions whether it does accord with the 
real principle of neutrality that, when a 
belligerent war-vessel enters a neutral 
port, the neutral State shall try to protect 
the vessel from seizure or destruction by 
the other. 

6.—A present principle of international 

law admitted by the Powers is to prohibit 
belligeront war-vessels from staying in 
a neutral ports. As the only exception a 
belligerent war-vessel is allowed to enter 
neutral port when she is compelled, by 
storm or shipwreck in the sea, to get a 
supply of bunker coal or provisions which 
is necessary to navigate as far as the 
nearest port of the country to which the 
vessel belongs. The Reschitjelnij did 
assuredly not come to Chefoo for such 
an object, but merely intended to take 
shelter thore from the first. The fact that 
the Reschitjelnij had a woman aboard, 
alleged to be Mrs. Stoessel, fully proves 
her object. Is it indeed called the proper 
exercise of her neutral right that China 
would allow such a vessel to stay in her 
neutral port ? 
‘That a war-vessel should be able 
to avoid the enemy’s attack by her 
dismantling all arms in a neutral port 
is only a peculiar instance practised on 
the Mandjour which was staying at 
Shanghai prior to the outbreak of the 
present war. Such an instance shall not 
be taken as a positive principle of inter- 
national law, but shall be regarded as 
morely a fact until the Powers decide it 
in the international conference to be 
held sooner or later. 

8.—Again if the Chinese Admiral assert- 
ed that the boat was under his hands 
the fact undoubtedly proved otherwise. 
Just as the blockade of a port must be ac- 
companied by actual'force, not merely the 
proclamation of doing so, if China insist 
that the Russian boat was in Chinese 
hands she ought to have actually oc- 
cupied her. Was the Russian boat not 
filled aboard with all her crew with only 
a few of the Chinese guard watching 
alongside in a boat? 5 

9.—The fact that the Chinese guard 
as well as Admiral Sah were powerless 
to do anything against the Japanese, 
if they were indeed wrong, who seem to 
have been less than twenty in whole 
number, proves that they were™ also 





























unable to pross down upon the arbitrari- 
ness on Russia’s part. 

10.—It is a recognised principle that 
a belligerent is entitled to exercise her 
self-defence right in the neutral zone 
when a neutral State cannot, with actual 
force, put an end to an action of the other, 
which seriously injures her peculiar 
belligerent rights. 

It is ridiculous to see how Russophiles 
always try to condemn Japan on un- 
necessary particulars instead of discns- 
sing fundamental points. 

After all Russia has no proper ground 
to plead her alleged infringement of 
international law while nothing wrong 
can be pointed out, up to 
Japan's part. If indeod the civi 
and barbarism in international relations 
were to be determined by whether a 
country respects both .in lotter and spirit 
ternational inregulations, formalities and 
morality, a man of commonsense would 
not hesitate to understand to which class 
Russia ought to belong.

GENERAL 
KUROPATKIN'S 
REPORT ON THE

The following telegram has reached the 
Foreign Office 

General Kuropatkin, in hi mosiage 
dated tho Ist August, states that the 
Japanese army in all directions has 
assumed the offensive in the most active 
manner, and that General Keller, Com- 
mander of the Eastern Army at Yangtsu- 
ling, while watching the battle, under a 
most galling fire from the enemy’s artil- 
lery on the Slst July, was seriously 
wounded at $ p.m, and expired shortly 
afterwards. 

General Count Kellor, who was killed 
in; the battle of Yangtsuling on 3lst 
August, was sent by the Czar to the Far 
East as the Commander of the Second 
Army Corps, at the special request of 
General Kuropatkin, in order to replace 
General Zassoulitch, who was held re- 
sponsible for the Russian disasters on 
the Yalu, During the Balkan campaign, 
the late General was attached to the staff 
of General Skobeloff, and as a Civil 
Administrator he rendered invaluable 
sorvices to Russia. In 1887, ho was 
placed on the retired list on account 
f his connection with a certain Court 
intrigue, and remained in retirement, 
until the accession to the throne of the 
present Czar in 1896, when he was 
!appointed to an important military post, 
which he retained until his death, 




















THE STORY OF 'THE 
“MAHARAJAH’S” 
WRECK.

Tho crew of the British steamer 
Maharajah came to Hongkong on Thurs- 
day. Sinco then wo.haye been able to 
piece together some interesting parti 
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culars about the steamer’s recent mishap’ 
The Maharajah (Capt. T. Groves), it will 
be remembered, was wrecked off the 
Japanese coast on tho 9th ult. The 
vessel struck just at the beginning of the 
captain’s sleeping watch, the middle watch 
commencing at midnight. She had 
stranded herself near Atami, a town on 
the S.E. coast of Honshiu, about 40 miles 
W.S.W. of Yokohama. The stranding, it 
appears, was principally due to an 
abnormal current setting to the N.N.E., 
catching the ship on the port-bow and 
setting her astern towards the land. 
Robert Charles, the second engineer, the 
hero of the incident who was officially 
praised, had only just gone off watch and 
turned in when he was hastily summoned 
for duty in the engine-room. The 
engines, however, were of no avail; 
the ship was immediately hung up on 
the reef of rocks. The impaled ship was 
in a most perilous condition. She seemed 
absolutely at the mercy of the waves. 
One after another, big seas curled and 
broke over her, dashing tons of water 
with tremendous force against the deck 
houses and upperworks. No craft could 
stand such usage. Heavy spars and other 
wreckage, moreover, were swinging and 
hammering against the hatches and com- 
anions. Water poured into the hold. 

Those on board wore in a terrible plight. 
A knot of Japanese was seen to be 
gathering ‘on shore, on the edge of the 
water. Some of them were signalling, 
and others wore busy over something that 
was presently noticed to be a long bam- 
boo. Using it rather as a dry-fly angler 
uses his rod in casting a line, the 
friendly natives attempted to cast a 
weighted line to the ship, which was 
now very close in shore. Mrs. Groves, 
the captain’s wife, and her two children 
occupied the bridge the whole time, 
and thus had all the horrors of their 
situation to face. Mrs. Groves, who is a 
Now Zealand woman, remained perfec 
calm, displaying great fortitude, and her 
bearing was admired by overy man on 
board. Sho never gave way for an instant, 
realising that at such a time men should 
not bo unmanned moro than could be 
avoided. Then there were her babies to 
soothe. The two children have scarcoly 
yet got over the shock. The line thrown 
by the Japanese fell short. What was to 
be done? Though the shoro was but a 
fow yards off, death stared everyone in 
the face. So far as they knew, the ship 
might soon fall to pieces, and their fate 
then in such a caso was obvious. The 
only chance seemed to be the seizure of 
that connecting line with the shore. 
Who could reach it? Botween ship and 
shore was a maelstrom, a dozen mael- 
stroms, with here and there through the 
swirling broth and opaque green sluices 
jagged rocks projecting like fangs in the 
ravening jaw of an elderly wehrwolf. A 
life-buoy tentatively cast into the soa on 
the landward side was snatched at by the 
hungry waters, tossed up agam and again 
as if by many fiendishly gleeful hands, 
and then sucked out of sight, somewhere 
beneath the vessel's counter. The 
prospect of a swim in that aqueous 
inferno was one of sore mutilation, if not 
of death. Young Robert Charles volun- 
teered. He was the best swimmer on 
board. Every soul on board gripped 
hands and bade him a fervent farewell. 
From the moment he dropped overboard, 
until, breathless and bleeding from 
several wounds, he managed to return 
with the life line, the swimmer must have 
had an experience more easily imagined 
than described. Once the line was fixed, 
tho rest was, although very exciting, 
comparatively easy. The third engineer 























went along it first, and got a wetting, as 
it sagged more than was expected. He 
held on until it was made taut, and then 
was the first to greet the smiling and 
sympathetic Japs on shore. A boat was 
lowered, the children handed down. Mrs. 
Groves followed, and by using the line as 
a ferry rope, all were got ashore in safety. 
Most of the crew lost all their clothing 
and belongings. The wreck did not 
break tp.

officers who have been here, the battle of 
Tashihchiao was the most stubbornly 
contested conflict the Japanese have had 
since the commencement of hostilities. 
The Russians fought with the greatest 
courage, held most tenaciously to their 
positions,and the forces were well-handled. 
‘The same qualities characterised the 
engagements south of Haichéng, at Nan- 
shantien and Mashan. It is said that 
the fight for Haichéng commenced at 4 
‘a.m., Ist August, and the place was not 
occupied until 3 p.m. on 4th August, 
the capture being the result of a well 
conceived and accurately executed plan. 

‘The Japanese main army allowed itsolf 
to be discovered in position south of Hai- 
was advanced to 
the right wing to the 








'Y | north-east, whilst the reserve was sont 


round behind the right wing to outflank 
the Russian position, then wheeled about, 
and faced south-west confronting the left 
wing of the Japanese army. Both wings 
had guns in position, but these were 
carefully concealed or artificially screen- 
ed with trees or greenery, and they com- 
manded the spot oceupied by tho main 
body of the army due south of Haichéng. 
As the Russian scouts came in touch with 
the advanced outposts of the Japanese 
main army, the Japanese slowly drow 
back, retreating ten li, or over three miles, 
in order to draw the Russians well in be- 
tween the wings of the army, and allow 
the flanking division to get round into 
position on the north-east. 

‘The Japanese estimate that the Russians 
had four thonsand mon put out of action 
in the fighting which followed, and the 
flanking division operated so quickly that 
the Russians had no choice but to with- 
draiv at onco from Haichéng, or risk 
being cut off from Liaoyang. 

‘The Japanese anticipate even more 
severe fighting in the next encounter. 











It is possible the decisive battle of this | 


campaign will be fought at Anshansan, 
between Haichéng and Liaoyang, about 
18 miles north of Chientsnn or the Thou- 
sand-Peaks. If this is so the Japanese 
will fight in ravines, which give them an 
advantage over the Russians when cavalry 
is employed.

This was a claim for $40, board and 
lodging, washing, and money leut for the 
month of July. 

Tn reply to his Honour, the defendant 
said the claim was too large. He ad- 
mitted owing $20 or $25, which was quite 
suficient. Ho admitted the two balances 
of $5 each ‘for June and one for July of 
$5 for money lent. In all he admitted 
$30. $30 was quite sufficient for ever 
thing, including board and washing. 

‘The complainant said he had not kept 
any accounts for July. He had struck an 
average on the Junojaccounts. ‘The June 
account amounted to $34. There 
woro then four mon living in the house. 
He thought $30 was a very small amount 
to charge. He fixed it nt only $1 per 
day, thinking that in that case there 
could be no dispute. In Juno the 
accounts were kept by one of the 
boarders and that was why they wero 
correct. 

‘The defendant admitted that the 
account for June had been correct, but 
said that for July the compradore’s and 
butcher's bills were considerably Jess than

His Honour pointed out that the 
bills for July were less by $4 
odd, and thore being four men in the 
house, this would make over $16 less on 
the total accounts. 

Tn reply to his Honour, the defendant 
admitted that ho had had a couple of 
bottles of beer in the house, but he stood 
more drinks than ho received. 

‘The complainant—And also lomonade. 

‘The defendant. said ho had nevor ro- 
fused payment. In fact, the complainant 
refused to take the money when it was 
offered. Ho had beon put to a lot of 
oxpense in moving, ete., and had now to 
live in more expensive lodgings. Ho 
wished to pay the money due at the rate 
of $2 por month. 

His Honour said there would be judg- 
ment for tho plaintiff for $40, which he 
did not think was an unteasonable 
amount. As the plaintiff’ had not kept 
proper accounts he would have to pay 
his own costs. 

The defendant said he could not pay 
the amount all at once. 

His Honour said $20 must be paid by 
4 pm. on the 15th inst., and the balaneo 
by 4 p.m. on the 3ist idem. 

‘The defendant said he could not pay 
s0 much. 

His Honour said if the defendant did 
not make the payments as above-mention- 
ed; the plaintit could take out a judgment 
summons.

In this case the defendant was charged 
with assaulting the complainant at his 
house, Z36, Miller Road, on the 9th in- 
stant. 

‘The complainant said he wasa collector 
and lived at 256, Miller Road. Last 
month the defendant lodged with him. 
On the Sth instant the defendant received 
his salary and thenext day witness asked 
him to pay for his board and lodging for 
July. ‘The defendant refused to pay and 
made the excuse that witness's boy had 
taken away the key of his bedroom ; ho 
asked witness to explain why the boy had 
done so. As witness was not at home 
when the boy took the key, he could not 
say why the boy had acted in that way. 
Defendant then mado a filthy charge 
against him. After a little conversation, 
the defendant struck witness on tho 
chest. Witness sent for a policeman, and 
Detective-sergeant Vaughan came to the 
house. In his presence witness asked the 
defendant to pay what he owed. Last 
Sunday, when witness was going out with 
his cook, the defendant stopped the boy 
and detained him in conversation for five 
or ten minutes. On Tuesday witness came 
home from Chang Su-ho's Gardens about 
6.45 p.m. and went to his bedroom. The 
cook came upstairs and told him that two 
gentlemen wished to see him. He told 
witness who they were, and knowing what 
they had called for, witness told his cook 
to fetch apoliceman. Witness went down- 
stairs into the kitchen and sat down on a 
bamboo chair. Thedefendant then came 
from the front door and struck him, 
knocking him on to the floor. As witness 
fell, the defendant took hold of his shirt, 
pulling him forward with one hand and 
striking him on the faco and “neck with 
the other. Witness’s shirt was torn. 
When witness got up the defendant struck 
him on the ebest, knocking him against 
the palings. Throughout, the defendant 
abused him and accused him of filthy 
conduct. Tho dofondant’s companion 
finally persuaded him to go away and then 
witness went up to his bedroom. 

By the defendant—The assault had 
nothing to do with complainant hitting 
his cook a month ago. Complainant 
admitted “hitting” his cook with his 
foot. ‘The cook returned to work a day 
or two later. 

‘Tho defendant—If I am not mistaken 
the cook was not fit for work for five days 
as you hurt him severely in a sensitive 
part and he ran away scared. 

‘The cook ‘then gave evidence that at 
1 p.m. on Tuesday, as soon as his master 
n—one of 

Donnelly 
entered the house and asked for Mr. 
Hibberdine. Witness said he had gone 
out, but would be back about 6.30 p.m. 
‘They said they wanted some books from Mr. 
Hibberdine’s room. ‘They went away and 
returned about 6.30 p.m. and again asked 
to seo Mr. Hibberdine. The remainder 
of witness's story was corroborative of the 
complainant’s evidence. He added that 
when he went out for a policeman, the 
police told him to get a summons as they 
did not wish to interfere. On his 
return “he found his master on the 
floor. He saw the assault and asked 
him tobe quict and not hit the com- 
plainant any more. The rivsha coolio 
















helped fe complainant up, and Mi 
Rodgers called out to the defendant and 
they both left together. 

By the defendant—You told me to go 
upstairs and get the books. 

‘By the Court—The defendant and his 
companion did not say what they had 
come for when they called the first time. 

‘Thecomplainant’s ricsha coolie gave 
corroborative evidence. He say he saw 
Donnelly assault his master directly he 
entered the house. 

‘The defendant stated that when he 
| went to the houso on the 6th instant. the 

complainant was “kind of fogged ”—by 
that he meant “kind of drank.” When 
he asked witness for the money for his 
board, witness put it on the table, to- 
gether with the front-door key, and asked 
why the boy had taken away the key of 
his bedroom. He told the complainant 
that he had, as usual, placed the board 
money in the table drawer the night bo- 
fore. He then drew the money from his 
pocket and offered it to complainant. 
One word led to another and the com- 
plainant sent for a detective. ‘The words 
witness uttered might have been tru: 

ho did not know. Afterwards witness 
went up to his room and walked about 
on the verandah. ‘The complainant ame 
up and tried to shut the door of the 
room. Witness caight hold of it just 








in time with his hands and in 
pushing against the door pushed 
the complainant over. This led to 
more words. Things quieted down 
after a time. Afterwards witness 
went to see Mr. Rodgers to ask what 
he should do, Mr. Rodgers advised 


him that as he had been ordered out ho 
had better leave at once. He then put 
his furniture in auction. Afterwards ho 
and Mr. Rodgers went round for the 
ntter’s books and diplomas which wero in 
complainaut’s house. ‘Tho complainant 
came down in his shirt. As wituess was 
passing him he (witness) told him to got 
out of the way. ‘The complainant camo 
up again and witness shoved him, so that 
ho fell against the bamboo fence. His 
ticsha coolie picked him up and he went 
inside the house, Witness and his com- 
panion then loft. 

By the Court—I did not hit him. If 1 
had I should have marked him. In try- 
ing to prevent him shutting the room 
door, my hands slipped off the door and 
pushed him ovor. 

By the complainant—We camo for Mr. 
Rodgers’ books and diplomas. 

The complainant—Tho diplomas were 
given back the day before. 

‘The defendant—We got the books back 
tho next day, together with somo washing 
that Mr. Rodgers had left there. 

In reply to the Court, defendant said 
he left Hibberdine’s houso altogether on 
the day that he was told to go. He had 

itness to call. 














the defendant would 
have to pay the costs of the summons 
and to be bound over in the sum. of $50, 
in his own recognisanacs, to keep tho 
peace for six weeks.

Witness had to obtain 
the assistance of an Indian constable to 
take accused to the police station. 

Inspector Bourke said this man was a 
perfect nuisance. Ho had already been 
brought up at Court about six times. 

His Worship said that no-one could 
tell him much about this man as he had 
been up so frequently. 

‘Accused said he had been to the 
hospital but they would not take him in. 
He had got drunk in order to get locked

‘The assistant gaolor said that accused 
was discharged on Saturday and that 
when he left gaol Dr. Milles gave him a 
letter to go to the hospital with. 

His Worship remanded accused in 
custody until Wednesday morning and 
asked that the sergeant in the charge 
room, when accused was brought in, 
should attend to give evidence.

George Perry was charged with being 
orderly in the Hongkow 
ion compound on the 14th 
0 with assaulting Sergeant 
Danson in the execution of his duty at 
the samo time and place; also with 
wilfully damaging a bucket valued at $2, 
the property of the Muncipal Council. 

‘Accused said that he had been too 
Arunk to remember anything. 

Sergeant George Danson said that he 
was on duty in the charge room at Hong- 
Kow onthe provious day. Prisoner came 
in and asked for Donoghue. He said he 
Wanted to seo him, Witness told him he 
Yould not see Donoghue, and added that 
hhe had better go away and come on the 
morrow, whon perhaps he could see his 
friend. Accused said he wanted to sco: 
his chum, ho wanted to get him out. 
Witness sud that if ho did not go away 
hie would be locked up. He repliod that 
that was just what he wanted. As he 
still refused to go witness searched him ; 
‘as he was being put into the cell accused 
struck witness in the eye. In the struggle 
to get accused into the cell both he and 
witness fell down. Sergeant Vaughan 
then came along and they locked the door 
and left prisoner inside. About half an 
hour latter witness heard a noiso and 
found that prisoner had broken the bucket 
in the cell. 

By Inspector Bourke: 
aleank. 

Prisoner said that he came out on ono 
‘of the Japanese cruisers and although 
his passage was paid home he was left at 
Shanghai and got a position as a salt! 
‘watcher. He was now out of employ- 
mont. 

“His Worship said that had it not been 
for the assault he would havo felt dis- 
posed to give accused another chance. 
Ae it was ho would bo fined $7 or in 
default a week's hard labour.

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R. v. Law Srxcu. 


Lam Singh was charged with assanlt- 
ing one Lin-wong with a stick, at 147, 
Peking Road, on the 15th inst. 

‘Complainant said that he kept a second- 
hand clothing store in Peking Road. 
His apprentice woke him early that 
morning and told him that an Indian 
downstairs had snatched away some boots 
from one of his mon. Witness came 
downstairs. There were two Indians ; 
accused had handed the boots to the 
other Indian, and when witness came 
out pushed and struck him. Both In- 
dians then ran away but witness and 
somo neighbours gave chaso and witness 
canght hold of accused. They all went 
to the police station together. Acoused 
struck witness with a stick on the head, 
shoulders, and wrist. When they got 
near the'station accused, who had taken 
back the boots from the other maz, threw 
them on the ground. 

‘Accused, when this evidence was trans- 
lated to ‘him, said that on the pre- 
vious day ho had bought a pair of boots 
from this shop and when he got home he 
found they were both for the left foot. 
He therefore went round as 6.30 a.m. to 
chango them. 

Complainant said accused bad not 
bought a pair of boots from him. 

‘Sing Zai-yung stated that he was an 
apprentice in complainant's shop. Ac- 
cused offered $2 for a pait of boots which 
cost Tis. 2. Witness tried to got back 
tho boots, but accused twisted his hand. 
He therefore sent the small boy upstairs 
to tell his master. When his master 
came down accused struck him two or 
three times with a stick. 

‘His Worship decided to take the caso 
as one of common assault. 

Accused denied the assault. 

Witness, in reply to Inspector Mathe- 
son, stated that accused took the boots 
away ; they were not given to him. 

By his Worship—Prisoner came to the 
shop two or three weeks ago, and bought 
‘a pair of boots for $2. When he came 
in that morning he brought these boots 
back to change them. 

‘At this stage complainant was seen 
talking to witness and was promptly 
ordered out of Court. 

Witness, continuing, said the boots 
were dirty and worn and they therefore 
refused to change them. ‘The price of 
the boots he wanted was $3.50. 

's Worship’ examined them and said 
they wore very dear. 

‘Necusod stated that he went to the 
station of his own accord. He would 
have the original boots brought in order 
that his Worship could seo that they were 
not damaged but simply both made for 
the left foot. He was willing to lose 50 
conta to got tho boots changed. When 
he went to the shop to change them 
the Chinese pushed him out and 
accordingly he pushed complainant, who 
fell against the wall. 

His Worship asked complainant what 
it was he had been trying to say to his 
apprentice. 

Complainant said he was cautioning 
him to speak properly and uot to tell an 
untruth. 

His Worship—You were telling him to 
tell lies. 

His Worship said that when 2 man 
bought boots he had to see what he was 
buying and if he did not get his money’s 
worth he should go to Court, and not 
assault the vendor. Prisoner would be 
fined $3 or go to prison for threedays with- 
out hard labour, for the assault. As for 
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not receive any compensation for his 
injuries, and his Worship would have to 
consider the advisability of sending him 
to the Mixed Court to be punished: In 
conclusion his Worship told the ap- 
prentice to come to him if he was 
punished for having told the trath.

R. v. Geqnce Kiexrarnicx. 

George Kirkpatrick was arrested on a 
British Consular warrant charged with 
stealing, taking and carrying away a gold- 
filled bangle valued at $10, the property 
of Albert C. Davis of.2, The Bund, on or 
before the 12th inst. 

Inspector Matheson proposed to giov 
evidence of arrest and ask for remand. 

Det.-Sergeant Gilfillan said that at 
115 pam, he arrested accused at the 
Central Police Station gate on a warrant. 
He read the warrant over and cautioned 
him in the usual manner. Accused said 
he had not stolen the bangle, but that 
he had taken it from No. 2, The Buna, 
a sample to try and make a sale on it. 

Accused said that what witness said 
was quite true. He had been out here 
13 years and it was the first timo he hud 
ever been accused of such a thing in his 
life. He added that Mr. Davis had got 
the bangle. 

Inspector Matheson asked for a re- 
mand. 

His Worship decided to graut a remand 
until Thursday at 10 a.m. 

Bail was allowed in prisoner's own 
recognisar.ces of $500 and one surety for 
the same amount.

His Honour said that as accused adwit- 
ted his guilt he only wanted such evidence 
as would help him to determine what 
punishment to inflict. 

Der.-Inspector McDowell said the only 
thing the police had to say was that the 
occupants of the hotel had been several 
times broughtto Court ongambling charyes, 
and that gambling at the hotel seemed to 
have been suppres-ed until accused started 
his roulette table on Saturday night 
Witnevs would like to mention that unless 
the roulette table were confiscated it 
would probably turn up again at another 
American house. A lot of complaints 
had been received of younz men losing 
money. 

Accused admitted that he was owner of 
the tible. He gave the address where the 
table might. be found and signed a paper 
ordering it to he handed over. 

His Honour suid as it was accused’s first 
offence and he had pleaded guilty he would 
be letdown lightly. Ir was not alleged 
that he had been « regular gumbler, but 
simply that he had ran the table in con- 
nection with the fight. It was a pity 
that a sport like boxing xeemed to 
be inevitably connected with gambling 
and other ‘offences. When a boxing 
match took place he (His Honour) always 
expected something to come up at the 
Police Court. The roulette table would be 
tvken away and any persons who claimed 
any balance of payment for it would have 
ro ome to Court to prove their claim or 
make it through their Consul. ‘The table 
would not be given up until his Honour 
wns satisfied that it wae going under the 
control of some Consul. Accused would 
have to pay a nominal fine of $5.

Re tue Deatu oF Aurorxoso Purtisario. 

An enquiry was opened at the U.S. 
Consulate into the circumstances attend. 
ing the death of Alfornoso Philisario, a 
Filipino from the U. 8. transport Wright 
who was wounded in Scott Road on 
Sunday morning last. 

Dr. §. S. Ransome, U. S. Marine 
Hospital Surgeon, said that deceased had 
died as the indirect cause of injuries to 
his fore-arm. ‘The wound extended from 
about the head of the radius for about 
four inches down the arm. The ulnar 
bone was half cut through, the radius 
was gashed. The depth of the wound 
was dificnlt to say. The soft tissues 
were divided right to the bone, the 
cutaneous veins were cut and probably 
the ulnar artery was eut by broken bone. 
The wound appeared to have been 
received as the man .was warding off a 
blow on the head from his right. When 
witness first saw the wound it was 
properly dressed and stitched. It was a 
Gangerous wound, as the wholo of the 
tissues below were gangrenous and 
there was no circulation’ below the 














to Shanghai, 


wound. Deceased, when witness saw him, 


had a temperature of 105, which went 
down later to 103. ‘The man was not 
in good shape, and witness agreed with 
Doctor Marsh that the only chance of 
saving his life was to amputate his arm. 
Witness assisted in the operation, but tho 
patient died from the shock. 

By Inspector Bourke—The blow must 
have been given with a heavy sharp 
instrument with an immense amount of. 
force. An ordinary sabre would not have 
made a similar wound, and it could not 
have been done by a small knife. 

Det-Sergeant T. J..Vanghan deposed 
that at 2.15 a.m. on Sunday he was called 
by Sergeant FitzGibbon. He hastened 
own and found a Filipino lying in a 
riesha outside the charge room, bleeding 
profusely. Another Filipino was standing 
by his side. The charge room sergeant 
sent tho injured man off to hospital at 
once. The Filipino who accompanied 
deceased to the station said that he could 
point out one of the men. ‘Tho man led 
witness to a house in Miller Road, into 
which he said one of the assailants had 
run, Witness knocked, and a Japanese 
came to the door. ‘The Filipino identified 
the man as one of the Japanese who had 
assaulted Philisario. In reply to witnes 
the Japanese said he know nothing about 
the affair, He had not been outside his 
house since 11.30 p.m. ‘The Fil 
sure this was ono of the assailants, so 
witness examined the Japaneso and found 
a fresh, bleeding wound in his thigh. 
He then arrested him on suspicion. Early 
next morning he went back to the house 
and saw the Japanese prisoner's wife. 

He searched the houso and found a 
blood-stained kimono with outs in it 
corresponding to the accused’s wound. 
Tho wife said that sho was an amah in a 
Japanese family and did not got home 
until about 11.30, on the previous night. 
Her husband was then just coming out. 
Ho said nothing about a wound. The 
woman did not go to sleop for some time 
and her husband was not back when she 
did so. 

Bis his Honour—Witness obtained a 
statement from decoased on Tuesday 
evening (handed in). 

His Honour road the 
was to the effect that witn 
late in the afternoon and had some 
Jomonade. He thon took a long chair 
out in front of the restaurant and lay in 
it until about 11 p.m., when he went in 
and had some food. At about 2 a.m. he 
started back for his ship. On the way 
he was attackod by a number of Japanese, 
‘one of whom wounded him with a sword 
drawn from a stick. He had never had 
trouble with Japaneso before, but some 
of the Filipinos on the Burnside had had 
trouble about the same time last yoar. 

Det.-Sergeant Vaughan said that pri- 
soner had told him that he could not 
identify his assailants. 

By his Honour—There was a gas lamp 
close to the spot where the affray took 
place. It would be quite possible to see 
a man’s face in that light. 

‘Two interpreters, one who translated 
from Filipino into Spanish aud the othor 
from Spanish into English, wore thon 
sworn. 












































Milleados Allado, sworn, said that he 
was on’ the transport Wright. He 
described his movements upon the 
night in question. He started back for 
the ship about 1.30 am. There were 
two other Filipinos, one of whom was 
deceased, ahead of him. Suddenly a 
number of Japanese sprang round the 
corner at deceased and caught him by 
the arm. The other Filipino ran away. 
Witness went to aid Philisario and 
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the Japanese ran away. One ran into 
the honse to which he took the detective, 

Det. Sergt. Vaughan said the house! 
was only 10 to 15 yards away from the 
scene of the affray. H 








* Witness, in reply to his Honour, said he | 


could not tell whether deceased struck 
back at the Japanese. He had not got 
anything in his hand when witness weet | 
to his assistance. There wore altogether 
abont 15 Japanese. Witness saw ac- 
cused’s face as he was running into the 
house. Witness would swear that the 
Japanese who had been arrested was the 
one who struck deceased. The Filipino 
did not strike at the Japanese first. The 
deceased was no relation of witness.

Road, stated that two Filipinos had come 
to his place on Sunday evening, first at six 
for some lemonade and again about eleven 
p.m. for supper. Neither of them took 
out acane chair into the front of his 
shop. ‘Thoy came back at 2 a.m. and 
said that they had had a fight with some 
Japanese. Witness advised them to go 
to tho police station. The ricsha man 
who was pulling the wounded man along, 
said that there wore four Japanese, that 
two had run down Miller Road and two 
down Woosung Road. Witness did not 
soo the row. 

Det. Sergeant Vaughan said that 
the riesha coolio “who brought 
deconsed to the station said he 
had not seen the affray, but had been 
called from some way off.

A few seconds 
later he saw them behind the Japanese 
who turned round. The Filipinos went 
to the hotel after the row, apparently be- 
cause one was wounded. Witness was

Witness saw one of the Japanese push a 
weapon into the sheath, but did not see 
him draw it. The Filipinos had some 
stones in thelr hands. The Japaneso 
with the sword in his hand went to Miller 
Road. Witness did not hear the ricsha 
coolies speak to the Filipinos. He was 
too far away. 

Chin Pao, another ricsha man, said 
when he was in Scott Road someone 
called him. It was a Chinaman. He 
stopped and the man told him to take a 
Filipino to the police station. He didn’t 
know what part of the Road he was 
in, He came from Fokien Road and 
was passing Scott Road when the Chinese 
called him and told him to carry a man 
to tho station. 

The Court finally found :—Deceased 
died through shock after a surgical opera- 
tion made necessary by a wound inflicted 
on him about 2 a.m. on the 7th August in 
Scott Road. The evidence shows that 
the wound was inflicted by a sharp 
instrument, probably a sword in the 
hand of a Japanese, and a prima faci 
cas would seem to be made ay 
Hirenn Moteahieck! = gota = 
the wound. 

His Honour said full record of the 
enquiry would be sent to the Japanese 
Consulate.

The Louza Murder. 

Fourteen men were charged with being 
concerned in the murder of Hassan 
Goolab at a house in Swatow Road on 
the 12th June last. 

Sergeant Jotmsen, of Louza, and Det. 
Aiers, conducted the prosecution.  Ser- 
geant Johnson first outlined the story of 
the murder, which has already appeared 





gone into in detail at the inquest. The 
first man to come within reach of the 
arm of the law after the murder was 
Wang Sung-ling. He was seen by some 
detective’s seconds in Foochow Road. 
Seeing that he was shadowed he attempt- 
ed to get away by jumping into ricsha, 
but the seconds followed and eventually 
ran him to earth. When brought to bay 
he fired at and wounded no less than 
three of his pursuers, one of whom, Woo 
King-woo, afterwards succumbed to bis 
wound. 





The native seconds were then called 
and gave an account of the chase. 

Sergeant Johnson stated that at a pre- 
liminary hearing’ they had noticed a 
woman crying outside the Court, and 
they had found that she was the wife of 
amember of the gang. The husband 
was arrested in Hongkew, and identified 
by Hassan Goolab’s daughter. * She said 
that she saw this man at the house on 
the night of the murder. 

The little girl was then called. Sho 
was quite positive that she had seen this 
man at the house on ‘the night of the 
murder. 

‘The prisoner had a number’ of charges 
against him. Ho was charged with un- 
lawfully discharging a firearm in the 
Fokien Road, thereby wounding threo 
men ; being concerned with a number of 
others in the murder of Hassan Goolab ;

wounding a woman in the Foochow Road 
at the same time ; with inflicting a wound 
upon a detective’s second which caused 
his death ; with being concerned with four 
others in stabbing one Wong Kah-zoh in 
¥oochow Road on the 6th January last ; 
and with being concerned with four 
others in robbing a pawn-shop near Soo- 
chow of goods of the value of $30,000; 
and also with robbing a pawnshop in the 


Pootung district. Prisoner said that the

and that he had shot them in self-defence 
with a revelver snatched from their 
hands,

Sergeant Johnson said that ho was 
arrested on s roof in Kwangso Road 
with a revolver in his hands. Prisoner 
said that the weapon was given him by 
‘an official, whose detective he was, for 
self-defence.

Ho said 
that on the night of the murder at 3 a.m. 
YueSan-tai came and told him that they 
had done for Hassan, and explained that 
they had shot him. 

Yue San-tai was brought in and was 
most indignant at this statement. It 
appears that while being a member of ou 
ang he pretended to help the police, and 
probably actually did render them some 
assistance in the hope of saving his skin. 
Tho police availed themsolves of his 
assistance, and then suspecting that he 
knew more about the affair than he cared 
to tell, arrested him on the morning of 
the trial. Wong said that ho and Yue 
lived together. Yue seid they had never 
done so. He added that on the night of 
the murder Wong had told him not to go 
out. 

‘The next prisoner to be examined war 
Lee Yeh-sun, alias Lee-laou-yau. He 
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also denied having avything to do with 
the gang. The murdered man’s daughter 
identified him as having Been a visitor at 
the house. 

‘At this stage the Court adjourned 
indefinitely. 

‘At thoconclusion of the hearing as many 
prisoners as could be packed into it were 
sent off in the new Black Maria, with 
two constables sitting on the seats 
outside the door. The others were 
handenfied in pairs, and with knotted 
quoues were conducted back to the 
station on foot, accompanied by a number 
of foreign and Sikh police.

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RUSSIAN BLUFF ON 
THE SEA. 


19th August. 

Ir is to be hoped that the protests 
of Great Britain and the United 
States against Russia's. treatment 
of neutral vessels will be promptly 
followed up by action, unless Russia 
quickly drops the attitude of “ bluff” 
which is so dear to her, and by 
which she gained so many successes 
until Japan called her down, As 
the United States points out, Russia 
is endeavouring to blockade Japan 
without any power to enforce a 
blockade, Whis is absolutely con- 
trary to international law and custom. 
A blockade to be recognised must 
be effective, and Russia has not and 
has no chance of having out here 
any force to keep up a blockade, and 
is endeavouring to attain the same 
end by posting converted merchant 
ships at the Straits of Gibraltar, 
We shall next hear of these obtrusive 
vessels being stationed off the 
mouths of the Thames and the 
Scheldt, and overhauling every vessel 
that leaves London or Antwerp for 
the East. The situation is becoming 
intolerable, and the British people 
are not likely ‘to endure very long 
seeing their trade transferred from 
British to German bottoms in time 
of peace. Russia can hardly wish 
to see our alliance with Japan 
converted from passivity to activity, 
but her naval department seems to 
be bent on this. 

At the outbreak of the war, all the 
Great Powers, Russia included, ex- 
pressed their firm desire to limit its 
area to Japan, Corea, and Manchuria. 
Russia is now carrying the war into 
European waters, and she will have 
to account for her breach of the un- 
derstanding to which she was a party.

The presence of the two hundred-odd 
men of prominence at an oceision ar- 
ranged in honour of representatives of s 
race which certain critics declare has met 
only ill treatment and injustice from this 
country was a significant fact. Some of 
the sentiments expressod by the speakers 
were equally significant. The closing 
sontences of the address vf welcome to 
the visitors, made by Mr. Reid, for in- 
stance, told tho members of the Commis- 
sion that the merchants of New York 
wished to have the Filipinos forget that 
they wore newcomers, and to “ feel hence- 
forth and always at home among them,” 
as well as to realiso that they had “the 
right to feel at home.”

‘The 
theme of the book, which is full of udven- 
ture told with all the spirit and reality 
for which the author is famous, is largely

It is very difficult with 
a took so crammed with incidents and 
characters as this to give any idea of it, 
in. such a brief notice as this; but 
it has the great merit of being always 
alive, and making the reader feel 
the ‘truth of it It is in .a 
word a thoroughly fascinating story, 
and the pretty and. spirited illus:

The heroine is a charming 
girl, Nami, daughter of Viscount Lieut.- 
General Ki Kataoka, and the novel opens, 
instead of closing, with their marris 
Unfortunately, Nami shows a tendency 
to consumption, and Takeo’s mother, 
fearing that the house of Kawashima 
will come to an end for want of heirs, 
persuades her son, much against his * 
will, to divorce his wife on that ground. 
Takeo goes to Formosa on duty, and 
while he is away his wife dies, and he 
comes back to find only her grave in the 
cemetery at Aoyama. Tho whole story 
is most charmingly aud artistically told, 
and the translators must be congratulated 
on their part of the work, for there is 
nothing in the smoothness and simplicity 
of the style to indicate that it is » 
translation. As a picture of Japanese 
life it is perfect, and the story is 
thoroughly interesting, being founded on 
fact. It was not intended, says the 
author, as an attempt to reform the 
social customs of Japan by means of 
fiction, but he may have builded better 
than he knew.

These 
men are inspiring awe among the ignor- 
ant nomads by means of an alleged miracle 
carried out with the aid of electrical and 
pyrotechnical devices with which they 
are provided. ‘These so-called apostles 
preach the reincarnation of the god 
Airot and pretend to carty from bim 
messages to the people saying that he has 
not been’ happy since he left them two 
hundred years ago, coincident with the 
dato of the Russian occupation of the 
country. ‘They warn the Mongols to 
abstain from wearing clothing coloured 
white or red, the Russian national colours, 
and to wear only id yellow, the 
national colours of Japan ; urge them to 
worship the sun and moon, which are the 
gods of Japan, and especially the over- 
god, Burhan, who is the only true god 
of the gods. "They also warn the inhabi- 
tants to discard all agricultural imple- 
ments and keep their arms in houses 
hidden in the mountains and elsewhere 
Many rich members of the Kalmuck tribe 
have taken up the propaganda, one 
of whom had sacrificed $3,000 and 
another $250, in honour of the god. 
The apostles say that only the elect are 
oligible to the sect and the house of 
any unworthy man who presents himself 
will be struck by a rainbow and imme- 
diately collapse.

Wore these outlaws to confine their de- 
predations to the province where they 
belong, wo of Shantung should have little 
to say. As far as is known, this Society 
has not made any effort to get members 
in this province.

‘They go for 
threo years, their expenses (300 tuels a 
year wo are informed) being paid by the 
Government.

He has been our Chihfu for five yours, 
and has proved himself an excellent offi- 
cial. It was due to him that the Boxers 
did not in 1900 gain any foothold in this 
profecture. ‘There is universal regret at 
his departure. His successor, who arrives 
to-day, is Sung Meng-huai. ’ He was for- 
merly conuected with the yamén of the 
Salt Commissioner in Chinanfu. 








The newly-arrived Magistrate, 
Chen King-hsinh, took over the seals of 
oftice the other day. His ‘predecessor 
sii Hsi-chen has beon with us for over 
a year, and has been fairly successful in 
keeping order in this district. 


A Wet Season. 

‘There are rainy seasons and rainy sea- 
sons, and the one this year is of the wet- 
test imaginable.

‘The following notes and accompanying 
rough sketch of tho great naval battle 
south of Port Arthur on the 10th August 
were made by one who took part in the 
engagement on the Russian side, and who 
describes only ‘‘ what he saw.” The sketch 
shows tho order in which the fleet left 
Port Arthur and the manner in which it 
was intercepted by the Japanese, closing 
in from both sides. The fleets met at 
eleven o'clock, forty miles south of the 
fortress. The Bayan struck a mine when 
leaving port and retnrned at once to the 
harbour. 

‘Tho instructions to the Russian fleet 
swore to follow the flagship's movements. 
Shortly after the commencement of the 
action, the Czarevitch damaged her 
rudder and proceeded to circle round and 
round. ‘The rear-admiral forgot to signal 
the damage to his ship, and in cov- 
soquonce the whole fleet’ followed the 
Czarevitch’s movements and circled also. 
‘The Rotvisan, however, discovered the 
error after a time and sheered out of 
line to, meot and attack the Japanese 
cruisers. She: was so badly knocked 
about that she tured and rau for Port 
Arthur. The Japanoso fleet continued to 
attack the main fleot and at about 2 p.m, 
theCzarevitch becamo separated from the 
othersand her admiral was killed. She then 
made for Kisochou at fifteen knots and 
arrived there in the bad condition already 
described. ‘The second in command of the 
Russians then apparently ordered a sauce 
qui. peut, for the result was that four more 
battieships were beaten back to Port 
Arthur, more or less badly damaged, the

EXHIBITIONS. 


The Inland Waters Steam Navigation 
Regulations amplified and modified by the 
new commercial treaties place in the hands 
of merchants one of the simplest and b-st 
means of adver:ising wares not already 
seen by native buyers up cvuntry. Quce 
registered for the purpose, a steumer can 
ply on the inland waters of China daring 
**zood behaviour.” Registration ls been 
greatly simplified and tacilitated by the 

















recent commercial treaties. 


Now there is nothing to prevent enter- 
prising merchants who desire to increase 
their business in wares not’ known up- 
country, building, purchasing, or hiring a 
small intant waters steamer for the pur- 
pose of a “floating exhibition.” At pre- 
sent we find by reference to the Blackburn 
| Commission that owing to the system of 
bayers coming with definite orders to 
Shanghai it is exovedingly hard to get new 
goods noticed in the interior, 
{If however, one or more such vessels 
| Were registered for inland waters uavign- 
tion and titted with show cases in which 
firms could arrange to exhibit goods, parti- 
jcularly machinery, the results should re- 
‘dound to the credit of this encrgetic step. 
One really energetic man who cau speak 
Chinese, or one not so gifted but with a 
good interpreter, could show off’ the goods, 
to all who des'ted to see them nt any town 
along the waterways, and from them book 
orders under advice of a compradore and 
good eecuri: 
1 The curiosity of the Chinese makes avy 
kind of exhibition or sight a profitable 
{advertising medium, and if only used for 
this purpose the floating exhibition should 
commend iteelf to the minds of the higger 
trading firms in Shanghai as well as the 
Chamber of Commerce and the various 
China Associations. As a start one vessel 
might be chartered and fitted up as a 
machinery aul implement exhibition and 
sent on a trial trip. ‘This if successful 
might be renewed on a more: elaborate 
scale 

Many of the manufacturing firms at 
home would be williog to send. their 
agents here small working models of 
machinery and industrial plant to place in 
a floating exhibition, if the matter were 
taken up seriously and backed by Consus, 
Chambers cf Commerce, and the China 
Association. 
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working model if shown to Chinese is| 
sufficient to impress upon their minds the | 
usefulness of the article of which itis a} 
model, and then an ingenious interpreter 
can persuade the Chinese that such 
machinery, instrument, or plant has in 
some roundabout way ‘been referred to in | 
the classics and that the local merchant } 
should go in for this modification of an o'd 
Chinese idea. | 

Demonstrations to local officials, ! ankers, | 
and merchan's would make them familis 
with the goods and brands, or chops, and 
we know that familiarity brewts custom 
and custom begets business. There may 
bp nothing in the idea and yet there may 
be a lot, at least the cost would be little 
and no possib'e iajury could accrue to any 
class of business by tryiny to push wares 
in this—the simplest way. ‘* What the eye 
don't see the heart won't grieve” may be 
inverted into ‘what the eye, sees the 
native merchant may di A few 
energetic taipans could soon find ways and 
means for a trial experiment, Mc. J. W. 
Jamieson recommends another class of 
‘wares museums at the treaty ports, buc 
the principle he advocates is ths same in 
spirit as the above. 
































THE FESTIVAL FOR 
THE DEAD: 


‘This festival beginning on the 1st day of 
the 7th moon (falling this year on the 11th 
of August) and continuing to the 15th 
day (25th inst.), is being now celebrated 
by the Buddhist devoteos of this port with 
the chanting of special prayers for all 
wandering spirits by bonzes, engaged 
by the hundred by public’ subscrip- 
tion, in largo temples and im- 
provised sheds. ‘These prayers are for 
the spirits of people who have died here 
on land, who have no relatives or descend- 
ants to buy” their way into Hades and 
who have therefore to wander restless- 
ly about “with no place to harbour 
themselves from the cruel weather.” 
‘These Buddhist prayers sorve wandering 

+ spirits in the capacity of “certificates of 
respectability” to ensure their admittance 
within the gates of the thick-walled city 
of Féngtw” (the Chineso Hades), and in 
due, time, after the bonzes have com- 
pleted their fortnight-long _ prayers 
for the dead, a great bonfiro will 
be lighted to burn the papor clothes and 
silver paper sycee and imitation Mexican 
dollars for the use of these wandering 
spirits, the first to clothe them in a decent 
manner before they enter Féngtu, and 
the paper money to enable them to bribe 
the gate-keepers of Hades into letting 
them'in and to pay the police runners 
of King Pluto (Yenlo Wang—there are 
ten of these Kings, before each of 
whose tribunals every spirit must appear 
in succession, to give an account 
of the life he had spent when in 
the Upper World, or * Yang Chien.”) 
For the spirits of those who lost their 
ives in the Huangpu River and adjacent 
creeks, boats are hired carrying Buddhist 
bonzes chanting the special prayers for 
the occasion, which cruise up and down 
the various waterways in this neighbour-| 
hood, and at night these boats are 
brilliantly decorated with lighted Jan- 
terns, “to attract the attention of the 
spirits” while every now and then 
sacrificial foods are thrown into the water 
to appease the hunger of these wander- 
ing water sprites. In due course of time 
—at'the end of tho 15th day of this 
7th moon—all the paper clothes and 
money which have been obtained for 
the purpose from subscribers are also 
purnt at the head of each bouze-freighted

boat and the ashes scattered on the face 
of the waters, to enable these wandering 
water spirits to obtain the clothes and 


|money they need to gain admittance, 


like their comrades who died on land, 
within the gates of Hades. 

Now the question may be asked 
Why is all this money—amounting in 
Shanghai alone to over $60,000 each 
year—spent on behalf of spirits who 
have neither descendant nor kinsman in 
Shanghai to perform such rites for them? 
Would it not’ be better to economise 
and let these wanderers wander 
their way homeless and destitute for 
all time, since they are no concern of any 
outsider? Asamatterof fact, like all such 
things self-interest lies at the base of it 
all, for Buddhist priests—for reasons of 
self-interest also, of course—tell their be- 
lievers and votaries that these wan- 
dering spirits are capable of doing 
immense harm to people who are in 
health, if not assisted in getting into 
Hades where in proportion to the weight 
of sins committed in life a spirit has 
to wait for long or for short periods 
his turn in passing the turn-stile, or 
Wheel of Life, and so transmigrato once 
more into the life of the Upper World. 
These wandering spirits must therefore 
be propitiated by prayers and Bud- 
Ghistic ceremonies, ad infinitum—there’s 
where the bonzes get their money—or 
else they will trouble healthy people and 
throw them into all kinds of dire sick- 
nesses. Hence the eagerness with which 
Buddhist votaries subscribe large sums 
of money for prayers, incense, sacrificial 
foods and paper sycee and dollacs 
twice each year, namely, during the 7th 
and the 10th months—the latter month 
however in a lesser degree. 








THE ACCIDENT TO 
THE “PRINZ 
HEINRICH.” 





‘Tue Manixe Enquiry at Gatte. 


The following is a summary of the 
evidence revorded at the enquiry into 
the accident to the “Prinz Heinrich, 
held at Galle by Mr. Brodhurst in hi 
capacity of Master of Wreel 








Tar Evipence or tHe Cartaix, 


Godfrey Rudolf Meyer, Master of the 
“ Prinz Heinrich,” said the ship's tonnage 
was 3,904, and she was built in 1894. 
He ceuld not give the exact number of 
the crew. He held a certificate of 
efliciency. The cargo was’ of general 
goods, passengers, and mails. ‘They left 
Colombo at 8.10 am, on.23rd July, in 

ind blowing in a 
westerly direction with a high breeze. 
The accident happened at 2.10 p.m. The 
weather was fine then, with light westerly 
wind. The Captain’ himself, the 2nd 
Officer, and the 4th Ofiicer were in charge 
when shestruck on something. It might 
have been a submerged rock or a wreck, 
but he could not positively say. The 
position was Lat. 5.55 N. and Long. 
80.97 E. eight miles west of Dondra 
Head, about 2} miles from shore. 
Finding the vessel making water he 
turned back; about 22) ft. of water 
was mado in half-an-hour. He brought 
her to’ Galle. When the pilot 
boarded her it was 4.55 p.m., and they 
entered the harbour at 6. ‘Tho damage 








cargo was possibly damaged by sea-water. 
He could not give particulars whether 
the steamer was insured. At the time 
of the accident the vessel was travelling 
at the rate of 14 knots. It was ten 
minutes past one when he passed. Woody 
Island 2} miles off; at 152 p.m. he 
was 14 miles off, Ho was about 24 miles 
from shore, Dondra Lighthouse, 8. 73° 
E. He was on the bridge at the time and 
had been there all the way from Colombo. 
Besides him there were also the 2nd and 
the 4th Officers. There was a lookout 
man who gave no alarm. There was no 
appearance of a wreckage. The chart 
did not show a rock there, neither a 
wreckage. The vessel slided ; they were 
in deep water—about 20 fathoms. He 
took no soundings. Thinking something 
was wrong in the engine-room, he stopped 
the engine. Then he sent down two 
carpenters to report the quantity of water 
in each compartment. They found water 
coming into the fore coal bunker—s 
sounding showed about 6 ft—within 
half-an-hour the water rose 22ft. in the 
coal bunker. The rest of the ship was 
all right. He then consulted the chief 
and 2nd Officers, and it was decided to 
raturn to Galle at full speed. A diver 
examined the ship, but he was unable to 
ascertain the extent of the damage. He 
could not account for the accident in any 
way. Ho knew the coast well, having 
passed that section last year at a distanco 
of one mile. ‘This time he was 2} miles 
off, 

‘Mr. Lomcke remarked that the Captain 
had suggested sending boats to discover 
what it was that the vessel had struck. 

Mr. Brodhurst said the suggestion 
would be forwarded to the Principal Col- 
lector of Customs. 








Evinesce or tHe Se¢onp Orercen. 


Joba Henken, 2nd officer, said that 
hho was on duty at the timne of the accident 
on the bridge, with the Captain and the 
4th officer. The accident occurred at 
about 2 p.m., when the woather was clear, 
and the ship was ftom 2}-3 miles from 
shore. ‘The ship was about 8 miles wost 
of Dondra Head. ‘The course taken was 
8.70°E. Hehad beon many times on 
that coast. On this occasion ho felt a 
shock, and stopped the engines; there 
was no appearance of a rock. Nothing 
was wrong with the machinery. On sond- 
ing the carpenter down it was found that 
tho ship was making water ; then the shipy 
was backed to Galle. 
Curr Ex 
Carl Beiser, Chief Engineor, said a 
sudden shock was felt and he went to the 
engine-room. ‘The ongines were all right 
and were moving slowly ; but were stop- 
ped by order from the bridge. The ship 


was brought back to Galle at a speed of 
13} knots.
